Apollo 14 Speeding 
To Earth's Gravity 


SPACE CE NTE R, 
Houston 
(UPI)—Apollo 14’s sleepy astro­ 
nauts sped into the welcome 
gravity of the “shimmering 
crescent" earth, today with a 
bonus that could hasten the day 
when men in space work for 
men on the ground. 
Alan R. Shepard, Edgar D. 
Mitchell and Stuart A. Roosa 
passed a point 161,512 miles in 
space where earth’s gravitation 
pull becomes stronger than the 
moon's and began accelerating 
toward 
their 
South 
Pacific 
splashdown about 4 p.m. EST, 
Tuesday. 
Enroute home the moon pilots 
issued a plea for world peace 
and understanding and voiced 
the hope their space mission 
could contribute toward the 
“solving of the problems of the 
world." 
They earned a record haul of 
109 pounds of rocks and soil 
collected from the moon’s Fra 
Mauro 
Valley Friday and 
Saturday. Scientists hope some 
of their samples are fossil 
chunks of the primitive lunar 
crust. 
With 
the 
moon 
shrinking 
behind them, Shepard and his 
crew turned their attention to 
earth Sunday night with a 
television 
demonstration 
of 
ways to use space to manufac­ 
ture exotic materials. 
They 
awoke 
“grumbling" 
today after a 
10-hour rest 
period, but ground communica­ 
tor Fred W. Haise told them

. Bureaucracy 
Is Attacked

General 
Accounting 
Office 
(GAO) study of Defense De­ 
partment 
management 
says 
indecisiveness and layer upon 
layer of bureaucracy have cost 
the taxpayer endless millions as 
the military buys weapons. 
The study covered weapons 
developed during the 1960s and 
concluded 
that 
while 
the 
original, estimates said they 
would cost $63 billon, they 
were now up to $117 billion. 
That 40 per cent increase in the 
1960s was an improvement over 
cost overruns in the 1950s when, 
according to a study by two 
Harvard Business School re­ 
searchers, final 
costs more 
than doubled original estimates. 
Figures 
for 
both 
decades 
included inflation costs as well 
as alleged management bun­ 
gles. 
The new study by the GAO, 
congressional watchdog agency, 
had 
some 
praise 
for the 
department. For example, it 
said money was being saved 
because the armed services

ordering billons of dollars in 
goods that worked only on 
paper.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Le­ 
gislation limiting the criminal 
jurisdiction of juvenile courts to 
persons under 18 years old was 
proposed today by Assembly­ 
man Frank Murphy.

Critics Protest

Blackout Darkens City, 
Leaving Chaos, Frolics 


NEW YORK (UPI)—A large 
area of midtown Manhattan 
went dark Sunday night when 
electric power failures blacked 
out blocks of office buildings, 
disrupted radio and television 
broadcasts and affected subway 
and train service. 
Four large neighborhoods 
were blacked out for several 
hows, Broadway's ‘"'Great 
White Way” flickered dimly, 
traffic was snarled and hun­ 
dreds of extra police were 
called out in a near-freezing 
rain to unravel the chaos. 
The power system was 
crippled from 7:12 p m EST 
until 11:42 pm., when the last 
of the blacked-out area was 
restored to service. But when it 
was over, New Yorkers sighed 
with relief and compared their 
difficulties favorably with those 
caused by the Great Northeast 
Blackout of 1965. Impromptu 
festivities, mostly candlelit, 
sprang up in bars and other 
spots—as. unlikely as 'the top of 
the Empire State Building— 
where people were stranded. 
There were no injuries 


attributable to Sunday’s black­ 
out reported. 
The Consolidated Edison Co., 
'which supplies electricity to all 
of the city and some suburbs, 
said the situation was caused 
by a massive short-circuit in. a 
138,000-vok transformer at its 
Waterside generating station, 
located on the East River just 
south of the United Nationa. 
The short-circuit, a deafening, 
circuit-snapping 
crack 
de­ 
scribed as an explosion by 
workers at the plant, enacted 
automatic switching equipment 
that immediately cut off power 
to 'two ""grids” 'distributing 
electricity to the Times Square 
area and Greeley Square. 
The problem was instantly 
apparent to millions of persons, 
throughout the metropolitan 
area when their television sets 
went Mank. The Empire State 
Building, which has transmit­ 
ting antennas for nine television 
stations and 13 FM radio 
stations atop its 1,256-foot 
tower, was in the first area 
affected.

England and up to four inches 
of .snow' caused hazardous 
driving in parts of the southeast 
today 
as winter 
weather 
continued, to plague the nation. 
'The upper midwest was lo 
cold even the Detroit Zoo’s 
polar bears didn’t like it. 
The national weather service 
posted heavy snow warnings for 
a large area from western 
Massachusetts and southern 
and western. New York south, to' 
Virginia. By 
early today 
Binghampton and Albany, N.Y., 
each reported seven inches of 
new .snow and several other 
upstate cities had as much as 
four inches. 


Travelers warnings were 
posted as far south as the gulf 
coast states. 
New York City and Long 
Island had heavy rains. As 
much as four feet of water 
stood in some expressways in 
the area and police called for 
small boats to rescue drivers 
on the Southern State Parkway. 
Parts of the Belt Parkway and 
'the 'Harlem. River Drive also 
were closed because of high 
water. The national weather 
service issued flash flood 
warnings for an area from New 
Jersey to South Carolina. 
A tornado spawned by the 
same frontal, system, ripped 
through Gulf Breeze, Fla., 
Sunday, destroying an apart­ 
ment complex and injuring 250 
persons. 
‘-I looked out the window and 
saw things were flying by real 


fast,” said Terris Neuman, 19. 
“It sounded like a train coming, 
it was rumbling and rumbling 
and your ears kept pressing.” 
Damage from the twister was 
estimated as high as $5 million. 
There were no fatalities. 
Snowfall Sunday prompted 
travelers warnings for parts of 
12 states from northeast New 
Mexico across 'the Texas 
Panhandle and into Ohio and 
Maryland. 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland

(In Dublin, an explosion early 
today wrecked a monument to 
the Irish patriot Wolfe Tone in 
St. Stephens Green opposite the 
Shelboume Hotel. Police said 
all that remained of the hollow 
metal structure were two 
stumps representing Tone’s 
boots.) 


The spokesman said troops 
early today found the body of a 
man they believed to be an 
informer who had been execut­ 
ed by the outlawed Irish 
Republican Army (IRA), which 
advocates union of north and 
south.

It took just six seconds 
Saturday night to destroy the 
work of centuries and kill at 
least 18 people. As many as 270 
persons were hurt and under 
treatment in hospitals around 
the region. 
“‘There is the death of people, 
certainly,” said Mario Moretti, 
-superintendent of the Etruscan 
Museum in Rome. “But there 
also is the death of priceless

New York's 
1969 Drug 
Toll: 1,100 
NEW YORK (UPI)—Over 
1,100 persons died in New York 
last year from narcoticwelated 
causes. And the Medical 
Examiner's Office says the 
figure will rise when the final 
figures for 1970 are known, 
sometime this June. 
Even though the narcotic* 
related deaths showed an 
increase of over 10 per cent 
over the 1969 figures, Dr. 
Michael Baden, Deputy Chief 
Medical Examiner said the 
preliminarv figures indicate 
that the drug-related death toll 
may be leveling off. 
The preliminary report for 
1:970 'Shows 1,154 total narcotics- 
related deaths, half of them of 
persons under the age of 23. In 
1969 there were 1,031 similar 
deaths. 
'These' figures compare with 
330 total narcotic-related deaths 
in the city for 1966 and 184 
deaths in 1970 in Philadelphia. 
Among the 
1970 deaths 
already confirmed as being 
narcotic-related five were of 
persons only 14 years old, 
Baden said. In 1969 the 
youngest victim was 12 years 
old.In New York, the Medical 
Examiner’s Office 
narcotics-related death 
caused by acute reaction 
(including victims of so-called 
“overdose”), medical (includ­ 
ing hepatitis and other drug- 
induced diseases ) and trauma­ 
tic. Traumatic deaths includes 
violent deaths related to drug 
use.

Sausalito had 18 per cent 
more fires in 1970 than in 1969 
— 164 blazes as compared to 
126, Chief Charles E. Hasten 
revealed in the Sausalito de­ 
partment’s annual report. 
And the chief said the cost of 
fire losses rose nearly $80,000. 
from $114,643 in 1968 to $193,645 
last year. 
The department answered 
fewer calls in 1970, including 
ambulance calls, rescues, acci­ 
dents, lockouts, investigations, 
smoke checks and false alarms, 
according to the chief. There 
were 609 calls, compared to 624 
the previous year. 
A most distrubing rise — in 
the chief’s eyes — was in false 
alarms, which totaled 73 last 
year, about a 50 per cent in­ 
crease over 1:969. 
Some of them were acciden­ 
tal, the chief said, but most 
were malicious. "This is the 
most false alarms we've ever 
had in a year," Hasten said. 
"We even had 14 telephone 
false alarms, a kind of false 
al a r m that used to be very 
rare." 
Masten said a false alarm 
"creates a dangerous situation 
by taking men and equipment 
out of the station." 
Structural fires, including 
dwellings, businesses, piers and 
wharves, we»: up from. 45 to' 52. 
Dwelling fires increased from 
26 to 34, fires in businesses 
were down from 15 in 1969 to 11 
last year and grass and brush 
fires rose from 18 to 35. There 
were only two boat fires last 
year, compared to nine the pre­ 
vious year. 
In the area of fire prevention, 
the department made a total of 
745 fire inspections in homes, 
schools and businesses in 1970, 
about 100' more than in 1969. 


Cigarette 
Consumption 
Going Up 
SACRAMENTO (UP!) - 
Cigarette smoking is on the 
increase again for the first 
time in seven years, according 
to tee state . 
Liquor consumption also is 
"up.The average man, woman 
and child In California will 
smoke 126.2 packs of cigarettes 
this year and next-on Increase 
of one over last year. In 1969, 
the per capita consumption was 
only 123.4. 
"The decline in per capita 
cigarette consumption, which 
began with the 1964 Surgeon 
General's Report, and was 
accelerated by the 1967 (state) 
tex increase, appears to have 
ended in 1970," Gov. Ronald 
Reagan’s new budget proposal 
observes. 
The average Californian this 
year is expected to drink 3.79 
gallons of hard liquor, com­ 
pared to 3.70 last year. He will 
consume 29.30 gallons of beer, 
compared to 28.58 in 1970. Dry 
and sparkling wine consumption 
also is up, but sweet wine 
'drinking is 'down. 
The state notes that "per 
capita consumption, of alcohole - 
beverages has been steadily 
rising" in recent years. 
The state estimates it will 
collect $249 million in cigarette 
taxes for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1, an increase of 
$6 million over the current 
year. 
It anticipates picking up $133 
million in alcoholic beverage 
taxes, a rise of $5.3 million.

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Santiago, is a farm center of 
160,000 Inhabitants and the bub 
of Cautín province, a rich, 
rolling, green valley flanked by 
the Andes and the lesser 
coastal range. 
It produces one-fourth of 
Chile's wheat, accounts for 24 
per cent of the milk cupply sad 
IE per cent of the country’s 
beef.Politically, the province voted 
overwhelmingly for rightist 
presidential candidate Jorge 
Akssandri in the Sept 4, 1970 
election and relegated Marxist 
Allende to third place in the 
three-way race with Christian 
Democrat Radomiro Tomic. 
Allende, who headed a 
Sociaiiat-Communist-radical left 
coalition, received much sup­ 
port from Cautín’» 160,000 
Mapuche Indians, who are 
included in moat of the 
province’s 20,000 officially tabu­ 
lated unemployed. 
The Mapuches, fought Spa­ 
niards and Chileans to a stand­ 
still for 400 years, until 1661, 
when weakened by the white 
man's firewater, they finally 
were pacified. 
The Mapuches have old 
scores to settle with the 
"huincas” or white men. After 
hostilities, lands awarded them 
by the government 
were 
usurped by "fence-moving’’ 
neighbors, bought for bottles of 
wine and stolen in title 
swindles. 
Of Chile’s 9.5 million inhabi­ 
tants, 520,000 are Mapuche 
Indians. Some 320,000 of them 
live in southern Chile with 
another 200,000 facing assimila­ 
tion in the cities. 
Mapuches hold title to about 
25 per cent of the cultivable 
land in Cautín and they are 
prevented by a 1961 law from 
selling to non-Indians. Yet, 
constant division through the 
generations has reduced the 
lands to small family plots, 
many unable to sustain the 
families. 
Housing and health conditions 
of the mostly ignored Indians 
arc deplorable. In Cautín, 154 of 
each 1,000 Indian children bom 
die the first year. 
Against this backdrop, and 
encouraged by promises of 
social justice by Allende, the 
farm seizures have taken place.

However, the governor’s 
spending plan estimates that 
the state's overall take from 
the horseradng tracks will be 
up in the fiscal year beginning 
July 1 from 666 million to $74.2 
million. 
The disputes at Santa Anita 
and Bay Meadows and a 
rescheduling of races at Los 
Alamitos cost the state $7.2 
million during fiscal 1969-70 and 
$300,000 for the current year, 
the budget said. 
But eight more weeks of 
harnea» racing approved by the

Of the state’s total take, $65.2 
million wifi be deposited in the 
general fund for support of 
such programs as eaucation 
and welfare. Of the remainder,

ation Fund.

“fully understandable” in light 
of alleged North Vietnamese 
violations of Laotian, neutrality. 


It remained to be seen how 
North Vietnam would react. 
U.S. and South Vietnamese 
troops launched a similar 
offensive against Communist 
bases in Cambodia last May 
and the North 
Vietnamese 
responded 
with 
a 
fullscale 
offensive deep into Cambodia 
that put heavy pressures on the 
Cambodian capital of Phnom 
Penh. 


There are an estimated 70,000 
North Vietnamese troops in 
Laos. 
The South, Vietnamese were 
carrying the brunt of the Laos 
offensive. 
American ground personnel 
moved up to the border, but 
stepped aside to let the South 
Vietnamese make the actual 
move into Laos. The U.S. 
Command in Saigon empha­ 
sized that no American ground 
troops or advisers would take 
part in the operation, although 
the South Vietnamese will get 
massive 
air 
support 
and 
backing from, U.S. artillery 
firing across the border. 
The Laotian government 
protested the move and, de­ 
manded that “all foreign troops 
immediately 
withdraw from 
Royal Laotian territory.’1 
South Vietnamese President 
N g u y e n Van Thieu went on 
the national, radio to say “this 
is an operation limited in time 
as well as space, with the clear 
and unique objective of 'disrupt­ 
ing the supply and infiltration 
network of the 
Communist 
North Vietnamese troops.” He 
pledged that when the operation 
was 
complete 
“the 
armed 
forces of 
the 
Republic 
of 
Vietnam will withdraw com­ 
pletely 
from 
the 
Laotian 
territory.” 
Nine thousand Americans and 
20.000 South Vietnamese have 
been poised on the Laotian 
border since Jan. 
30, 
but 
exactly how many of the .South 
Vietnamese actually crossed 
was not announced. However, 
on-the-spot, reports said 'thou­ 
sands of them were 
seen 
crossing the Xe Don River 
'marking 'the 'border and disap­ 
pearing into the tangled jungle 
on the other side aboard tanks 
and armored personnel car­ 
riers, while hundreds of Ameri- 
• can-crewed UH1 Huey helicop­ 
ters ferried ethers into 'Laos. 
The object of the operation is 
to cut the Ho Chi Minh trail, a 
network of roads and trails that 
brings Communist men and 
material into South Vietnam 
and Cambodia. U.S. military 
sources in Saigon said if the 
frail, can be cut, 'the estimated 
81.000 Viet Cong and North

would not be able to fight a 
war. 
“As far as food and clothing 
are concerned, the enemy is 
completely 'independent of the 
Ho Chi Minh trail,” the sources 
said.

Field commanders said a 
major target of the operation 
would be the Laotian town of 
Tchepone, 27 miles from the 
border and a major staging 
area and junction of the Ho Chi 
Minh trail.

sions cost the society billions* of 
dollars annually,” the President 
commented. 
He said that a staff study 
now in progress indicates the 
feasibility of a special charge 
on sulphur emitted into the 
atmosphere as a major step in 
“applying the principle that the 
cost of pollution should be 
included in the price of the 
product.” 
He said on. completion of 'the 
studies, legislation would be 
submitted to Congress and that 
■funds derived from 'the sulphur 
charge would enable the federal 
government to expand environ­ 
mental improvement programs. 
Among water reforms, Nixon 
proposed that the federal-state 
water quality program be 
extended to cover all navigable 
waters, their tributaries and 
ground waters. 
In addition, he urged that 
federal standards be set to 
regulate 
the 
discharge 
of 
. hazardous substances into wa- 
' ters. 
He said that while the nation 
must 
continue 
to 
rely 
on 
pesticides for the foreseeable 
future, use of toxics should be 
subject to control through a 
registration procedure provid­ 
ing for designation of a 
pesticide for “general, restrict­ 
ed, use” or “use by permit 
only.” 
The message asked Congress 
to approve comprehensive noise 
pollution 
control 
legislation 
which would permit establish­ 
ment of federal noise standards 
on transportation, construction 
and other equipment. 
A highlight of Nixon’s pro­ 
posed program involves a 
national land 'use policy. 
“While most land use deci­ 
sions will continue to be made 
at the local level*,“ HE SAID, 
“we must draw upon the basic 
authority of state government 
to deal with land use i s s u e s 
which spill over local jurisdic­ 
tional boundaries.” 
He added that the states were 
uniquely qualified to 
bring 
about land reform. Consequent­ 
ly he proposed to establish a 
policy to encourage states to 
plan for and regulate develop­ 
ments affecting growth and use 
of critical land areas.

The recycling depopots will 
become “little white school- 
houses" every weekend.

There, the public will 
be offered pamphlets teaching 
how to stem the flow of wastes 
that “threatens to fill the land 
with garbage dumps, the Bay 
with pollutants and the air with 
smog.” 
Baldwin said Survival has 
planned pamphlets telling how 
to make compost heaps to turn 
family garbage into organic 
fertilizer, how to garden with­ 
out chemical pesticides, how to 
substitute biodegradable prod­ 
ucts for pollutant detergents, 
and on how to r e d i c e smog 
through such ideas as using bi­ 
cycles more and autos less. 
Survival plans to act as a 
liasion between concerned citi- 
zen-consumers and the produ­ 
cers of such goods as chemical 
insecticide devices. The group’s 
role will be to make the manu­ 
facturers aware of public con­ 
cern over safety to man and 
environment, Baldwin added.

Why Citizens Become 
Watchdogs Of Courts 


Organizations to “watchdog” the 
courts are springing up around the 
Bay Area. 
In Alameda County, Citizens for 
Law and Order was organized last 
May by four businessmen. It now 
has some 200 members, and for 
several months has been making 
itself heard through assessments of 
the working of the law in its home 
county. 
In San Francisco, police have 
decided to “watchdog” the courts. 
The San Francisco Police Officers 
Association announced plans last 
week to set up a central complaint 
depository for information on “any 
judge who is consistently too len­ 
ient.” 
“If we receive the name of one 
judge repeatedly, we will review the 
cases. If there is justification we 
will then request the state Commis­ 
sion on Judicial Qualifications to 
review these cases,” said the police 
association in its official organ, the 
Notebook. 
THE POLICE PAPER was quite 
outspoken, In an editorial, it de­ 
clared: “Every petty, two-bit hood 
in the city knows from recent devel­ 
opments that it’s easy to beat a 
rap.” 
The Oakland-based Citizens for 
Law and Order has adopted a less 
emotional approach. It has five task 
forces monitoring the performance 
of judges, the news media, legisla­ 
tive bodies, schools, and the support 
of police. But it is the first of these, 
dealing with judges, that has re­ 
ceived the most notice. 
WHAT SORT of judicial actions 
stir police and businessmen alike to 
censure the courts? 
A case cited by the Citizens for 
Law and Order provides an exam­ 
ple. 
Gary MacPherson was convicted 
of the murder of an Oakland motor­ 
ist, Ulrich Hoischen, and sentenced 
to death. B e c a u s e of a U.S. Su­ 
preme Court ruling that the jury 
had been improperly selected, he

was re-tried and again convicted. A 
second trial on the penalty followed 
before Judge Lewis Lercara in Ala­ 
meda County Superior Court. 
After the jury had been out an 
hour, it reported it was deadlocked 
9-to-3 in favor of the death penalty. 
Judge Lercara thereupon dismissed 
the jury and sentenced MacPherson 
to life in prison. 
The CLO in its bulletin sharply 
criticized the judge for his hasty 
dismissal of the jury after a long, 
costly trial and urged readers to 
write in protest to newspapers and 
to the presiding judge of Alameda 
County Superior Court, 
A CASE SOMEWHAT similar oc­ 
curred last December in Marin 
County. 
Marc C. Osuna had been convict­ 
ed of the murder of Mario Ferrari 
during the Labor Day, 1965, holdup 
of the Mission Inn in San Rafael, 
and sentenced to death. The same 
supreme court ruling resulted in 
retrial of the penalty phase of his 
case. 
The trial began Nov. 9 and con­ 
tinued until Dec. 18. On that day, 
the jury retired at 9:45 a.m. and 
reported at 2:15 p.m. — four and 
one-half hours later — that it was 
deadlocked 9-to-3 in favor of the 
death penalty. Judge Joseph G. Wil­ 
son, over the objections of the depu­ 
ty district attorney, Ernest C. Zuni-. 
no, thereupon dismissed the jury 
and sentenced Osuna to life in pri­ 
son 
THERE IS D A N G E R that 
“watchdog” organizations may seek 
to warp the judicial process by 
pressure on judges. Such danger 
appears greater when the “watch­ 
dog” group is composed of police, 
as in San Francisco. 
But judges must be answerable 
for their actions. And cases such as 
those involving sentencing of Mac­ 
Pherson and Osuna illustrate why 
citizens around the Bay Area 
compelled to keep watch on 
courts.

Bagley, Behr Don't Fare Badly 
As Committees Parceled Out

Marin’s two state legislators, 
considering their political liabili­ 
ties, fared better than should have 
been expected when committee as­ 
signments were doled out, 
Assemblyman William T. Bag­ 
ley and Sen. Peter H. Behr, both 
R-San Rafael, suffer first from 
the fact both b e l o n g to the __________ 
wrong party. We mean they 
belong to the minority party in 
both houses. 
Both also have party loyalists 
back home who are convinced 
'the two are in the wrong party 
as well, but that’s another mat­ 
ter. 
BAGLEY, as the veteran law­ 
maker who last year rode at 
the top of the heap when his 
party led the Assembly, had the 
farthest to fall. But. he ina.nag.ed. 
to keep a strong voice by get­ 
ting the chairmanship of the 
welfare committee and mem­ 
berships on key committees. 


The welfare committee tradi­ 
tionally deals not with power 
but with those who have little of 
it. But given the fiscal and pol­ 
itical crunch over welfare this 
year, it will be heard from far 
more than in the past. 
And Bagley will need all of 
his considerable abilities to 
avoid being caught between the 
parties and the Reagan and 
Nixon administrations as they 
all struggle to find someone 
else to pay for welfare. 
Bagley retained a seat on the 
revenue and taxation commit­ 


tee, which he chaired in the 
past two sessions, and got a 
seat on the powerful ways and 
means committee, which pass­ 
es on all money bills. He only 
got a vote in the minority party 
in each committee, but his ex­ 
pertise in revenue and taxation 
will give him a leg up on most 
of the Democrats. 
Ana he was put on the consti­ 
tutional amendments commit­ 
tee, reportedly to give the 
committee the needed vote to 
approve a measure allowing 18- 
year-olds to vote in state and 
local elections. 
Bagley dearly landed on his 
feet.

WASHINGTON - Some are 
suggesting that the President's 
"New American Revolution” is 
so politically oriented it can’t 
mean very much. 
The opposite is nearer the 
truth — it can mean much be­ 
cause it is politically oriented. 
In his efforts, to lift the nation 
from the depths of the Great 
Depression, F.D.R. once said to 
the American people: “I am. a 
quarterback; if some strategies 
don’t work, I’ll call others” — 
and often he changed signals in 
mid-play. 
Public opinion is frequently 
ahead of leadership opinion. 
What’s 'wrong in responding, to 
the convictions of the American 
people as to what most needs to 
be done? This is what Nixon’s 
“New American Revolution" 
aims to do and it is my feeling 
that the President is more firm­ 
ly beaded in the right direction 
today than at any time since 
his election. 
He a g r e e d to do things — 
some pretty big things that he 
felt couldn’t be done before. He 
can do them now because the 
Vietnamese war is being turned 
down and spending is being 
turned up. 
OF COURSE there is politics 
in the President’s legislative 
program. It is true that he and 
his advisers have been working 
for many months on the “six 
great goals” he set out in his 
“State of the Union” address, 
but it is no secret in Washing­ 
ton that there was no change in 
the W h i t e House tight hold- 
down on next year’s budget un­ 
til after the November elections 
which showed most voters felt 
things weren’t going well. 
Then the President promptly 
gave the go-ahead to all the 
major measures he had been 
preparing. 
We can’t know how far the 
"New American Revolution’* is 
going to carry the nation until 
we know what Congress is 
going to do with it. But it is 
already evident that it is carry­ 
ing Mr. Nixon appreciably to 
his own left. 
The Republican ultra-right is 
pained and outraged by much 
of what the administration is 


doing. ___ 
the most influential spokesmen 
of the conservative right, is 
printing anguished 
editorials 
wondering what is happening to 
the man whose conservatism It 
was 
confident 
would 
never 
be oci 
On the other hand, the Demo­ 
cratic left seemed surprised, 
somewhat stunned, momentari­ 
ly speechless at the “State of 
the Union” a d d r e s s . They 
didn’t know whether to applaud 
because the President was be­ 
ginning to do some things they 
had long said should be done or 
to d e s p a i r because he was 
stealing their clothes. They are 
doing a little of both, but most­ 
ly waiting and seeing. 
TO THE EXTENT that the 
terms 'left, center and right” 
have meaning, the substance of 
the new Nixon p r o g r a m is 
mostly on the left. It has liberal 
Republican and Democratic or­ 
igins. It is activist and prag­ 
matic, not doctrinaire. 
The $229.2 billion budget, high 
deficit spending to stimulate 
the economy and reduce unem­ 
ployment, the health-care pro­ 
gram, more f e d e r a I aid to 
education — these programs 
and others certainly head Nixon 
to his left. But these are 'things 
which many moderates sup­ 
port. The revenue-sharing pro­ 
gram — aimed at reversing the 
flow of political power toward 
Washington 
and 
at 
putting 
more money and more decision­ 
making in the hands of people 
near to where the problems are 
— is profoundly conservative. 
While Mr. Nixon is moving 
somewhat to the left, he still 
remains at the political center 
because the political center has 
itself moved somewhat to 'the 
left. 
Obviously there is nothing sa­ 
cred about every detail of the 
President’s program.lt can be 
altered; it can be improved; if 
there are b e t t e r ways to 
achieve the same ends, let’s 
havq them. But if the Demo­ 
cratic stand-patters keep at­ 
tacking Mr. Nixon instead of 
attacking the problems, they 
will be the ones who will get 
politically hurt.

WASHINGTON - The lead­ 
ers of the legions who set out to 
pacify the world by lungpower 
have been stung deeply by what 
they consider premature re­ 
p o r t s of the death of their 
movement. 
Jumping aboard the latest 
Cambódia-Laos headlines, they 
are trying now to prove there is 
life left in them despite the 
Nixon administration's efforts 
to Vietnamize the war and 
withdraw American forces in 
orderly fashion. 
S HOR T WEEKS AGO the 
major antiwar organizations of 
the recent past lay moribund 
while rumors mounted of mili­ 
tary activities in Southeast Asia 
which they earlier would have 
considered a brazen challenge 
from the administration. 
The relatively moderate Viet­ 
nam Moratorium Committee, 
which sponsored mass peace 
rallies in 1969, disbanded nearly 
a year ago. The New Mobiliza­ 
tion Committee to End the War, 
which also led the big rallies of 
previous years, was in a fac­ 
tional 
shambles after argu- 
m e n t s 
o v e r w h a t to 
demonstrate about next, and 
how. 
'There was a m o v e m e n t 
among students and dropouts — 
not to m a r c h , but to worry 
about their own private things, 
to hassle if at all about whose 
turn it was to do dishes in the 
communal apartment, to swap 
expertise 
about 
macrobiotic 
foods and even to hark back to 
yesteryear by cramming for ex­ 
ams. 
For the movement’s leaders, 
who get no publicity while their 
legions are bemused by group 
sex, bean curd, or Sociology #4, 
this was intolerable. So when 
Mr. Nixon accommodated them 
with his latest flirtations with 
the international boundary lines 
in Indochina, those leaders got 
cracking again. 
THEY CALLED a meeting at 
the Rayburn Building on Capi­ 
tol Hill — a site whose use was 
legitimized by the proxy parti­ 
cipation of Congress people 
Shirley Chisholm and Ronald 
Dellums — to announce that 
they were going to have more 
meetings and, when the weath­ 
er turns warm, more mass ral­ 
lies like those they remember 
so fondly. 
It was sma’l-scale, indoor, 
non-guerrilla theater, but since 
it was the only such show in 
town it was heavily reviewed. 
Maybe 40 newsmen, c a mermen 
and 
sympathetic

allowed up, and now and then a 


nostalgic “right on!" came out 
of the audience. 
It had a mixed-up sex appeal, 
contributed by Kate Millet, the

But such inside information 
about strategic plans was not 
what Gordon wanted to tell the 
world. Even, his a d m i r e r s 
seemed hardly to register when 
he made such revelations. 
The clean-cut young men who 
represented the concerned offi­ 
cers and enlisted men against 
the war, the would-be draftee 
who spoke for repealing the 
draft, the black Washington 
school board member with the 
Frederick Douglass beard all 
clearly had heard it all before.

simple human error (or rather 
a series of errors) caused the 
tragedy. 
Both s h i p s had radar sets 
which were in good operating 
condition and should have prov­ 
ided sufficient information for 
the tankers to pass each other, 
even in dense fog, without col­ 
liding. 
Both ships also had VHF ra­ 
dios - - which should have al­ 
lowed the crews to contact each 
other with any questions about 
each other’s whereabouts. 
Despite the equipment, the 
tankers collided. It seems cer­ 
tain that the Coast Guard will 
find that human beings erred in 
using the radar and the radios. 


THE COAST GUARD proba­ 
bly will also conclude that hu­ 
mans b e i n g what they are, 
some additional type of traffic 
control in the San Francisco 
Bay is needed. 
Despite efforts by conserva­ 
tionists to the contrary, there 
was no indication at the hear­ 
ing that Standard Oil bore any 
particular responsibility for the 
collision. 
Both ship captains testified 
that Chevron Shipping Co., the

owns the two tankers, has nev­ 
er put any pressure on captains 
to sa l when they did not 'think 
it was safe. 
Furthermore, there are no 
bonuses or other rewards or 
penalties for being early or 
late, they said. 
IN FACT, the efforts of a 
conservationist lawyer to pin 
the blame on Standard seemed 
a little childish. After all, leav­ 
ing ecology completely aside, it 
is ridiculous to imagine that the 
oil company would not do eve­ 
rything possible to prevent such 
a disaster. 
Even if company officials had 
absolutely no feeling about 
birds or beaches, they surely 
must not want to s p e n d 
hundreds of thousands of dol­ 
lars on such a calamity. 
One final note on the colli­ 
sion: we learned during the 
Coast Guard investigation that 
one of the ship captains is suf­ 
fering from a probably fatal 
illness — and seemingly will 
never sail again.

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Tax Fight' 
Under Way 


Marin County officials and 
lawmakers have gone to bat to 
save the county’s property own­ 
ers from being bitten for $55,836 
in taxes. 
The amount, according to 
County Auditor-Controller Mi­ 
chael Mitchell, is the difference 
between tax income lost be­ 
cause of the 30 per cent exemp­ 
tion the state has granted on 
business inventories for 1971 
and the amount the state has 
a g r e e d to pay the county in 
reimbursement. 
Mitchell said the 30 per cent 
exemption will lower county re­ 
venues by $404,838, but the state 
has computed that it will only 
repay $349,002 reimbursement. 
The board of supervisors has 
asked Sen. Peter H. Behr, R- 
Mill Valley, and Assemblyman 
William T. Bagley, R-San Ra­ 
fael to help rectify the differ­ 
ence through a special bill. 
Bagley and former Sen. John 
F. McCarthy had to win pas­ 
sage of similar legislation last 
year. The state granted a 15 per 
cent inventory exemption in 
1970 but did not grant full reim­ 
bursement until forced to by 
Marin’s action. 
“The state is in effect fooling 
the public,” Mitchell charged 
yesterday. It ‘‘creates a tax 
relief proposal which it publicly 
and politically says will be 
reimbursed 
to 
the counties 
from other state funds,” Mitch­ 
ell added, “but fails to appro­ 
priate the equivalent to the 
business inventory exemptions. 
The deficit must be covered by 
other people paying higher tax­ 
es.”

and watch him run. 


Carol runs to hold the excited 
two-year-old’• 
reins, as the 
small man dismounts and re­ 
ports on her filly's run. She 
pulls off the light saddle and 
ties the filly to sponge her long 
legs with hot, sudsy water. 
“In wanner weather I give 
them a full bath after a gal­ 
lop,” 
explains Carol, 
never 
stopping work while she talks. 
‘‘But in winter the younger

then decided, “I had taken enough short­ 
hand,” and came to San Francisco. She 
worked at two full-time jobs, bought into a 
dress shop and now the stable.

It all began with a tea 25 
years ago because Sunny Hills, 
then a home for orphans in San 
Anselmo, needed a group to 
help writh the children at the 
home and to raise funds. 
Tomorrow the Sunny Hills Ju­ 
nior Auxiliary will celebrate 
the anniversary of their found­ 
ing by honoring many past 
presidents and welcoming 10 
new members at a meeting at 
the Outdoor Art. Club in Mill 
Valley. 
Prior to the auxiliary’s for­ 
mation much of the orphan­ 
age’s financial support had 
come from the Grape Festival 
and the Charity Ball, held an­ 
nually since 1931 the night be­ 
fore the festival. 
THE AUXILIARY took over 
the work of putting on the for­ 
mal ball, and in 1946 had more 
than 600 persons for an evening 
of dining and dancing at the 
Meadow Club in Fairfax. Sunny 
Hills Juniors continued to spon­ 
sor the ball until last year when 
it was decided there was not 
enough interest in formal balls, 
and a dominoes tournament 
was held instead. 
House tours, fashion luncheon 
series, boat trips, Christmas ice 


shows and car shows in con­ 
junction with fashions have 
been held through the years as 
ways of raising funds, but as 
the times change so have the 
auxiliary members constantly 
setting new goals and chal­ 
lenges for themselves. 
Women 
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The auxiliary has always 
placed an emphasis on direct 
services to the children at Sun­ 
ny Hills. In the early years they 
often packed up picnic lunches 
and loaded the children into 
station wagons for outings. 
The Sunny Hills Home saw a 
need to change and in 1956 be­ 
came a residential treatment 
center for adolescents with sev­ 
ere emotional problems. The 
orphans had 'been easy to' enter­ 
tain, but older children re­ 
quired specialized treatment. 
Direct volunteer relationships 
required special training. 
For a time auxiliary mem­ 
bers slipped back into fund 


raising esclusively, supplying 
the money for Valentine and 
graduation parties, Christmas 
and graduation gifts and Christ­ 
mas trees for each cottage at 
Sunny Hills. They have contin­ 
ued to supply funds for these 
extras 
by 
sponsoring horse 
shows and other fund raisers 
but at th© same time expanded 
services to the day treatment 
program begun last year when 
the Sunny Hills on c a m p u s 
school was completed. 
Day 
treatment 
youngsters 
are referred to Sunny Hills by 
Marin County school districts 
or by private referrals because 
they do not fit into any county 
school program. They attend 
school at Sunny Hills from 9 
a.m. to 3 p.m., From 3 to 5 p.m. 
they e i t h e r attend an after 
school recreation program or 
receive counciling similar to 
that of residential children. 
Parents of these children are 
charged a fee according to their 


ability to pay, and the Junior 
Auxiliary has set as its goal the 
object of raising funds for day 
treatment scholarships to pick 
up the deficit. Members have 
also extended involvement to 
include direct volunteer ser­ 
vices with the day care adoles­ 
cents. 
Ten auxiliary members meet 
at Sunny Hills once a month to 
learn about care of these young 
persons and then report back to 
the 
full 
membership. 
This 
training has allowed members 
and their husbands to take Sun­ 
ny Hills children horse back 
riding, to ball games and cul­ 
tural events, dinners in restaur­ 
ants, on bicycle rides, boat 
trips and to the circus. 
Members are also called on 
to drive the children to medical 
appointments. 
It is difficult to remember 
when the Sunny Hills Junior 
Auxiliary last had a tea. —J.L. 


horses particularly have a ten: 
dency to catch cold.” 
Blanketing her sweating filly, 
Carol leads her to the walking 
wheel, which resembles a re­ 
volving maypole. Three hot 
horses are tied there already, 
to cool. They turn the overhead 
arms as they walk in a circle. 
‘‘SOMETIMES I have to run 
around three times when I’m 
leading an unmanageable horse 
before I can catch an arm to tie 
my horse to,’’ says the slender 
blonde, who doesn’t need to diet 
because of her strenuous work. 
“Once a horse reared and 
hung himself up at the top of 
the walking wheel. Not stopping 
to wait for help, I rushed out to 
save his life and nearly lost 
mine!” remembers Carol. 
She has learned that handling 
young thoroughbreds in close 
quarters is dangerous. An am­ 
bulance is stationed at the race 
track’s gate. 
She refuses to go into the stall 
with one of her thoroughbreds, 
Bad Dog. 
Carol explains, half joking 
and half serious, “Someday I’ll 
have the courage, but not to­ 
day," because the fractious 
young horse threw his exercise 
boy the previous day. 
I’VE SEEN too many people 
taken out from the shedrow by 
ambulance 
during 
the 
two 
years I’ve been working with 
these horses!” 
Carol’s head was once cut by 
a rearing thoroughbred. 
“I’ve got scars ail over from 
being bitten and more black 
and blue marks than 1 care to 
mention,” she says. 
The first time Carol took a 
horse to the saddling paddock 
before 
a 
race, 
Sunseeker, 
sensing the excitement, dashed 
before her completely out of 
control. 
“It was lucky I was the first 
one there. Otherwise I would 
have wiped everybody out,” she 
relates, remembering her ter­ 
ror. 
Assistance came in the form 
of a restraining halter and lead 
rope from the men in the barn, 
but not in time to prevent a 
very embarrassing moment. 
Reluming to the walking 
wheel, Carol unties a cooled 
horse and leads him back to the 
shedrow. With the pick she 
wears on a long string attached 
to her belt loop, she cleans mud 
out of the hoofs and bathes and 
lubricates them. Over and over 
throughout 
the 
brightening 
morning, Carol repeats her rou­ 
tine (cleaning stalls, saddling, 
grooming and bathing) while 
one horse after another is taken 
to the track for a mile’s gallop. 
TAKING A rare break, Carol 
sprints to the track to watch a 
timed work; a half mile run at 
almost racing; speed to qualify 
her horse for a race of certain 
specifications. 
Carol 
jogs 
t h r o u g h other stable areas 
where girl grooms and women 
trainers are working. 


CAROL 
HANSON’S 
dangerous 
work in race track stables con­ 
trasts sharply with her fashions 
career as owner-manager of a 
junior-size dress shop in Straw­ 


berry Town and Country Village. 
A partner in Sunseeker Farms 
racing stable, Carol hurries to the 
track before dawn each morning 
to care for her thoroughbreds, 
before coming to her shop.

“Girl grooms are often pre­ 
ferred on the track because 
they are more conscientious. I 
take pride in scrubbing out wa­ 
ter buckets and keeping the 
shedrow 
raked,” 
Carol 
ex­ 
plains. 
At the track, exercise girls 
are galloping racehorses, their 
braids bouncing under metal 
crash helmets. Like Carol, they 
wear little makeup and work­ 
man-like 
Western 
pants 
or 
chaps. Many of these young; wom­ 
en have been reared on race 
tracks, according to Carol. She 
also knows of women jockeys, 
trainers, veterinarians, a wom­ 
an who has a horse-vanning 
business and a woman outrider 
at Bay Meadows, who leads 
horses to the post. 
Carol leaves the track at 10 
a . m . , but the work with the 
horses, averaging two hours 
daily per horse, goes on in the 
afternoon. 
“They get better care than 
people,” says Carol,, explaining 
that the soft 'bones of the young 
horses are injured so often that 
ninty per cent of the race hors­ 
es at the track have leg prob­ 
lems. Each a f t e r n o o n the 
grooms wrap the legs in stand­ 
ing bandages, give medical 
treatment, 
fight 
horses 
to 
standstill in turbulator tubs and 
walk them again at the walking 
wheel. 
DURING THE race meet, 
which starts Feb. 15, Golden 
Gate Fields may handle over a 


million dollars a day, according 
to the horsewoman. 
“The people in Albany be­ 
came concerned when a track 
strike threatened because a 
large percentage of the profits 
go in taxes for schools,” re­ 
marks Carol. 
“If you have to scratch (with­ 
draw), the vet comes to make 
sure you’re not faking. If a 
horse with a following, like dap­ 
ple-gray S u n s e e k e r , is 
scratched from. a. race, the 
track might lose thirty to forty 
thousand dollars in bets,” says 
the woman who seldom places 
a bet. 
“Being called before the ste­ 
wards is like being sent to the 
principal’s office,” says the 
owner. “Stewards can suspend 
you for a year or rule you off 
the track for life.” 
PREPARING TO leave the 
track for her Strawberry shop, 
Carol relates, 
“The trainer 
wouldn’t allow me to come to 
the track in December because 
I was working late every night, 
at my shop. I missed the hors­ 
es. I felt like I lost my family.” 
Hair straight and clothes dir­ 
ty, Carol goes home for a quick 
shower before driving to the 
Strawberry shopping center. 
“If it wasn’t for hot rollers 
I’d be in a lot of trouble!” she 
says. She sets her hair at home 
and combs it out in the back of 
her dress shop, completing her 
daily transition from groom to 
glamour girl. 


Explaining events which lead 
her to this double life, Carol 
says that she left home on a 
farm in Minnesota when she 
was 17 with $15 advance on the 
cream money in her pocket. 
She worked as a secretary in 
Minneapolis for 10 years. 


“ONE DAY I just got tired of 
it. I had taken enough short­ 
hand!” Carol recalls. She came 
to San Francisco in 1964, deter­ 
mined to earn enough to start 
her own business. 


“1 took a job as secretary 
f r o m 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. and 
worked at Bimbo’s Night Club 
from 6 p.m. to 2 a.m. as a hat 
check girl, to see how long I 
could do it before I died,” she 
jokes, revealing that a wig ^ 
helped her make the speedy' 
change. “It was an experience 
I will never forget.” 
W i t h i n a year, Carol had 
earned enough to buy the fran­ 
chise for the junior size shop. 
Three years l a t e r , Carol 
claimed her first race horse 
and went into partnership in 
Sunseeker Farms. And now she 
owns her shop independently. 
“I knew nothing about man­ 
aging a dress shop or handling 
race horses. It was ‘ignorance 
is bliss.’ But I had a lot of help 
learning both businesses,” says 
Carol. 
Regarding her profits, the 
groom and shop m a n a g e r 
quips, “The stable is erratic 
and the shop is stable."

Statistics, were 91.2, 97.2, 90.4, 
89.9,96.2 and 93 3. 
A few other items have risen 
less than 10 per cent while the 
average for all food items surv­ 
eyed by the government went 
up 33 per cent. These are chick­ 
en breasts 107.5, ice cream 
104.7 cookies 107.8 canned pi- 
neapple-grapefruit juice 106.9, 
Italian salad dressing 
106.1, 
eggs 106.3 tea 107.4 and canned 
chicken soup 102.6. 
BASED ON these government 
figures, it is thus theoretically 
possible to fill a shopping bag 
— but not all nutritional gaps — 
with 'these 14 food, products and 
pay no more than you would 
have paid 14 years ago. 
Averages are misleading fi­ 
gures, and there are indications 
that the government’s Consu­ 
mer Price Index does not show 
the full extent of inflation. But 
comparisons between products 
are accurate and can be useful. 
Price reductions have also oc­ 
curred on non-food items and 
some services. Using 100 as the 
price in 1957-59, 'the' average 
price of all appliances surveyed 
was down to 87.6 in October. 
Individual 
appliance 
items 
were down to 81.8 fo canister- 
type vacuum cleaners, 88.1 for 
electric 
refrigerator-freezers 
and 93,1 for electric automatic 
washing machines. 
Gas and 
electric ranges were listed, at 
101.6. 
Other appliances listed as 


being up only slightly in price 
since December, 1963, are elec 
trie automatic clothes dryers 
103.2, portable electric room 
heaters 102.6 and garbage dis­ 
posal units 106.8. 
THE ONLY other non-food 
items with lower prices are ny­ 
lon seamless stockings 99.6. 
aerosol deodorants 97.0, home 
permanent wave kits 96.8, mul­ 
tiple vitamin, concentrates 92.2, 
prescription drugs 90.0, televi­ 
sion tubes 97.5, television sets 
80.4, radios 76.4, portable tape 
recorders 80.1* stereo phono­ 
graph records 97.8 and super 8 
zoom-lens movie cameras 81.2.. 
The base period for some of 
these items was 
December, 
1963. 
Among non food items that 
have risen less than 10 per cent 
over the years are polyester 
blend slips 108.9, cotton diapers 
105.3, wrist watches 104.2, new 
cars 108.7, a e r o s o l shaving 
cream 103.9, 35mm color film

'The Bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics said last Friday there were 
5.4 million Americans —6 per 
cent of 'the work force' — 
without work in January, the 
highest number since 1961. 
Nelson and Javits rounded up

from

parties for their bill. They said 
they hoped, “to' rush the bill 
through the legislative pro­ 
cess,” but set no timetable.

hire the unemployed for local 
public service jobs .in. recrea­ 
tion, health, law enforcement 
and education. 
The federal 
government would pay 80 per 
cent of the cost, including 
wages.

Invasion Of 


Privacy Is 
Probe Issue 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T he 
government 
has started an 
investigation to determine if 
there Is an invasion of privacy 
in the use of Social Security 
numbers by retail stores, credit 
agencies, police departments, 
and others. 
The use of such numbers as a 
convenient method of keeping 
track of people has become 
widespread in recent years, 
even though the identification 
numbers were supposed to be 
kept secret when toe program 
was set up in the 1930s. 
Sen. Sam J. Ervin, D-N.C., 
said his subcommittee on 
constitutional rights has re­ 
ceived 
numerous 
complaints 
that 
the 
system, 
is 
being 
abused. 
He released a letter today 
from 
.Secretary 
Elliott 
L. 
Richardson of health, education 
and welfare, in wtech Richard­ 
son .said he was. “concerned 
that if the 
Social Security 
numbers were used too broadly 
such 
widespread 
'use 
.and 
dependence upon the number 
might lend itself to abuses of 
individual privacy." 
Richardson ordered the Social 
Security Administration to re­ 
view its policies on the use of 
the number.

Two of three union 'Officials 
jailed last Wednesday for con­ 
tempt of court in connection 
with a Valentine's Day riot at 
the Independent-Journal, were 
released from Marin County 
Jail today to report to their San 
Francisco office. 
Leon Olson, president of San 
Francisco Typographical Union 
21, and Donald Abrams, a vice 
president of the union, were 
released on the county’s work 
furlough program. 
Jack Goldberger, president of 
Periodical Drivers and Helpers 
Local 921, remained in jail, ine­ 
ligible for the program. 
Jesse Johnson, work furlough 
officer with the Marin County 
Probation Department, said Ol­ 
son and Abrams were admitted 
to the program because they 
work regular hours, 9 a.m. to 5 
p.m. 
Goldberger's hours were not 
regular, Johnson said, and his 
whereabouts could not be know 
at all times. 
Olson and Abrams will be 
released at 7 a.m. each week­ 
day and are to report back to 
the jail at 7 p.m. each day. 
The three were sentenced to 
15 days in jail by Judge Tho­ 
mas F. Keating of Marin Super­ 
ior C o u r t , who found them, 
guilty of violating an injunction 
he issued Jan. 28, 1970, limiting 
picketing and forbidding viol­ 
ence by the unions against the 
I-J, its employees or customers. 
Olson and Goldberger were 
fined $1,500 each. Abrams was 
fined $750. Payment of fines has 
been deferred pending a super­ 
ior court hearing Feb. 24. 
The newspaper was struck 
Jan. 7, 1970, by the typographi­ 
cal union.

l-J Special Report 
FAIRFIELD - A 60-year-old 
San Francisco printer today 
was placed on probation for 
three years and o r d e r e d to 
spend three weekends in jail for 
firing a bullet through a win­ 
dow of the Independent-Journal 
building in San Rafael last 
June. 
Judge Ellis R. Randall of So­ 
lano County Superior Court also 
told Henry A r t h u r Stacy to 
make $230 restitution for the 
damage he caused. 
Judge Randall noted, that Sta­ 
cy, a member of San Francisco 
Typographical Union 21 which 
has been on strike against the 
l-J since Jan. 7, 1970, was a 
“hard working man” who had 
been a mostly la wr-a biding citi­ 
zen until this arrest. (His only 
two previous arrests had been 
some years ago for bookmak- 
ing.) 
“Nevertheless,.” 
the 
judge 
said, his being “emotionally 
disturbed” by the strike did not 
warrant his “using a firearm in 
a manner that someone might 
have been, hurt,.” 
Marin Deputy Dist. Atty. Er­ 
nest C. Zueino said today that 
he had recommended that Sta­ 
cy be s e n t to jail for six 
months. The Solano County pro­ 
bation department had suggest­ 
ed a 10-day jail sentence, but 
the judge imposed a lighter 
judgement. 
Stacy will serve his jail time 
in Marin County. 
Stacy had earlier pleaded 
g u i l t y to a felony charge of 
shooting at an occupied build­ 
ing. At the time of the guilty 
plea, a misdemeanor count of 
having a loaded gun in his car 
was dismissed. 
Stacy was arrested after pol­ 
ice were called to the l-J build­ 
ing about 4:45 a.m. on June 20 
by a security guard who had 
seen a car drive around the 
plant several times moments 
before a 38 caliber bullet went 
through the window. 
Police found Stacy in a car 
parked in a municipal lot a 
block away. A .38-caliber revol­ 
ver was found on the seat of his 
car. 
His case was transferred to 
Solano County after his attor­ 
ney won a change of venue on 
the grounds he could not re­ 
ceive a fair trial because of 
publicity in the l-J. 


Marin’s 
hatchling 
Suicide 
Prevention Center faces a crisis 
nearly as serious as those it 
seeks to prevent. 
A cadre of two dozen volun­ 
teers completed a series of 
weekly training sessions Satur­ 
day. The many women and. a 
few men expressed intense eag­ 
erness to get to work. 
The center has an office for 
the volunteers to work in, and 
an organized board of directors 
to guide the operation. 
But the center has only a few 
hundred dollars in the bank. 
The directors face the decision 
whether to go ahead on the 
“God will provide” theory that 
a working center will save lives 
and attract gifts. Or, should the 
board seek enough funds to in­ 
stall expensive telephone equip­ 
ment and guarantee the salary 
of a professional director, be­ 
fore open for business? 
The 
crossroads 
may 
be 
reached at the directors* next 
scheduled meeting, Feb. 17 in a 
meeting room at St. Paul’s Ep­ 
iscopal Church in San Rafael. 
Mrs. Walter Lyons, president 
of the center and a veteran, of 
such work elsewhere in the Bay 
Area has resigned after seeing 
the Marin nucleus of volunteers 
through the training. She said, 
as she announced her resigna­ 
tion Saturday, that she hopes 
the remaining directors can 
find a way to open the center 
soon. 
The board so far has taken a 
conservative approach, to fund­ 
ing, she noted without criti­ 
cism. 
The suicide prevention center 
has applied for several grants. 
Members of older, operating 
c e n t e r s in San Mateo, San 


Francisco and Berkeley spoke 
to the volunteers Saturday. All 
reported that grants and contin­ 
uing 
governmental 
support 
usually only materialize after 
antisuicide centers have been in 
operation for some time, often 
more than a year. 
Mrs. Lyons and other speak­ 
ers voiced fears that the origin­ 
al cadre, trained but frustrated 
by idleness, might fade away if 
a center cannot, open soon. 
Dr. Fred Phillips, one of two 
psychiatrists who had helped 
tram the volunteers, held an­ 
other viewpoint. 
He warned the center would 
need a regular income “or else 
we’re in a very unfortunate si­ 
tuation.” He said the fiscal pic­ 
ture was “more hopeful, than in 
the past,” but warned against 
trying to open the center with­ 
out adequate funding to remain 
in operation. 
He suggested that other or­ 
ganizations such as the Marin 
Association for Mental Health 
could put the suicide prevention 
center’s, volunteer manpower to 
good use for the interim 
Phillips and Dr. James Bakh- 
tiar have explained the psy­ 
chiatric background of suicide 
attempts to the trainees. The 
volunteers have put in shifts at 
the antisuicide center in Berke- 
ly, observing and listening to 
calls. 
Some calls, they reported, 
came from 'persons in crisis, 
actually 
attempting 
suicide. 
Others were from lonely souls, 
and yet other calls seemed to 
come from persons seemingly 
wanting 
ego 
reassurance 
through playing a sort of game 
with the sympathetic volun-. 
teers.

“smell school” conducted by 
the Stop Smog Committee of 
Richmond and intended to im­ 
prove accuracy in identifying 
pollutants. 
“We re trying to get people to 
know what they are smelling so 
they can give quick accurate 
reports to the Bay Area Pollu­ 
tion Control 
District,” 
said 
'Committee Chairman Kather­ 
ine Lord of Richmond. 
At the first table, a kindly 
lady gave us a sniff of high 
sulphur crude oil that cleared 
our sinuses and snapped our 
head back several inches. 
The program said: ‘‘Fumes 
of crude oil can cause dizziness 
to those who smell it,” and we 
believed it. 
Lined, up in tin cans were the 
smells of the Richmond area, 
crude oil, gasoline, tar and as­ 
phalt, which Mrs. Lord des­ 
cribed 
as 
“the 
background 
smells . . these things that are 
always here.” 
Visitors, arriving clear-nosed 
from the outdoor air, made 
faces and granted “ugh” when 
they got a concentrated whiff of 
the familiar odors. 
By contrast the smell of gaso­ 
line seemed mild, but the pro­ 
gram warned: “Gasoline fumes 
breathed over a long period of 
time can have an adverse effect, 
on the liver.” 
Those who survived the first 
stop were ushered to a labora­ 
tory where a w arning sign said, 
anyone suffering from emphy­ 
sema, allergies, respiratory or 
heart ailments shouldn’t enter. 
For those people there was a 
postscript which read: “You, 
probably shouldn’t be living in 
Richmond.” 
Inside a high school chemist 
'uncorked a small tube' and out 
came nitrogen dioxide, a chief 
factor in photo-chemical smog, 
which drifted up in a brown 
cloud, similar to the thin brown 
line seen hovering over the Bay 
Area on smoggy days. 
It had an. odor similar to that 


of chlorine and the program 
said it c o m e s from power 
plants,, steam, boilers and chem­ 
ical plants. 
Elsewhere in the room, a vol­ 
unteer sprayed a mist of am­ 
monia past visitors noses, his 
companion burned small pieces 
of r u b b e r and a fourth man 
offered a smell of sulphur diox­ 
ide, which smelled like sulphur 
burning.. 
Then a breath of air and into 
another laboratory, where the 
pervading odor was hydrogen 
sulfide, best described as the 
smell of rotten eggs. 
It even overpowered the odor 
of 
mercaptans, 
chemicals 
which give odor to natural gas 
which is odorless and have the 
smell of rotten onions, and car­ 
bon disulfide, which had the 
smell of rotten cabbage. 
It was time for another walk 
in the air because by then the 
smells were all mixed up in our 
nose. 
The finale was a visit to a 
small tank of chlorine gas, in a 
compartment opened only brief­ 
ly for a quick smell. 
It didn’t have a strong odor, 
but the program, warned, it was 
“a most dangerous, choking, 
suffocating, highly toxic agent. 
It was the first gas used to kill 
men d u r i n g the first World 
War.” 
On the way out, we took a 
whiff of oxygen offered by two 
Richmond firemen, but passed 
up 'the cologne the committee 
had at the exit for those who 
wanted a change of odor. 
We picked up a certificate of 
proficiency signed by Irving of 
Pinole, who described himself 
as a supreme warlock. It certi­ 
fied that we were a. “ sniffing 
smog dog,” and “therefore qua­ 
lified. to guide the nasally-de­ 
prived to chimneys spewing 
noxious industrial air-sewage. ” 
All the committee hopes is 
that the visitors, about 150, be­ 
came acquainted with the pun­ 
gent o d o r s and can make 
accurate reports when they 
complain to the Bay Area Air 
Pollution Control District..

(UTI)-The 
growing sport of drag racing 
reached a tragic climax at the 
11th annual National Hot Rod 
Association’s 
Winternationals 
Sunday with the deaths of a 
driver and the wife of a racer. 


The 
victims 
were 
Lew 
“Sneaky Pete” Robinson, 37, 
who succumbed early Sunday 
from injuries he suffered in 
Saturday’s qualifying, and Mrs. 
Kathy Russell, 21, wife of*San 
Diego driver Dave Russell. She 
was killed when a car making a 
test run in the pit area went 
out of control and struck a 
parked truck in which she was 
sitting. 


Top honors in the competition 
went to Don Garlits, Seffner, 
Fla., who won the top fuel 
eliminator prize, and Ronnie 
Sox of Burlington, N.C., who 
won the pro stock eliminator 
battle. 
Robinson, from Atlanta, suf­ 
fered his fatal injuries Saturday 
in a crash attributed to an 
innovation he had installed on 
his Ford-powered fuel dragster, 
an air scoop under the rear 
wheels. 
Robinson had just crossed the 
finish line at 199.54 miles an 
hour In his trial when the air 
scoop tore loose and dug into 
the asphalt pavement at the 
Pomona Fair Grounds. 
The dragster spun into a 
wall, burst into flames and 
bounced 150 yards down the 
track. Robinson was removed 
from the wreckage unconscious 


with massive internal, head, 
neck and spine injuries. He died 
six hours later at a hospital. 
Mrs. Russell was struck by a 
rebuilt roadster driven by Ron 
Bolz, 27, Omaha, Neb., who lost 
control of his vehicle when the 
throttle stuck. She was dead on 
arrival at Pomona Valley 
Hospital. 
'Robinson was the 1966 MHRA 
world champion and was a 
favorite to capture the fuel 
dragster competition. The ve­ 
teran driver had installed the 
scoop in order to create a 
vacuum which he felt would 
give his car more speed. 
Robinson was an engineering 
graduate from Georgia Tech 
and is survived by his widow, 
Sandra, 
and

daughter, Kelly.

To Earth's Gravity 


SPACE CENTER, Houston 
(UPI)—Apollo 14’s sleepy astro­ 
nauts sped Into the welcome 
gravity of the “Miimmaring 
crescent” earth today with a 
bonus that could hasten the day 
when men in space work for 
men on the ground. 
Alan B. Shepard, Edgar D. 
Mitchell and Stuart A. Roosa 
passed a point 161,512 miles in 
space where earth’s gravitation 
pull becomes stronger than the 
moon's and began accelerating 
toward 
their 
South 
Pacific 
splashdown about 4 p.m. EST, 
Tuesday. 
Enroute home the moon pilots 
issued a plea for world peace 
and understanding and voiced 
the hope their space mission 
could contribute toward the 
“solving of the problems of the 
world.” 
They carried a record haul of 
109 pounds of rocks and soil 
collected from the moon’s Fra 
Mauro 
Valley Friday and 
Saturday. Scientists hope some 
of their samples are fossil 
chunks of the primitive lunar 
crust. 
With 
the 
moon 
shrinking 
behind them, Shepard and his 
crew turned their attention to 
earth Sunday night with a 
television 
demonstration 
of 
ways to use space to manufac­ 
ture exotic materials. 
They 
awoke 
“grumbling” 
today after a 
10-hour 
rest 
period, but ground communica­ 
tor Fred W. Haise told them 
the “banker’s hours” had to 


end eo they’d be back on 
schedule for Tuesday splash­ 
down maneuvers. The astro­ 
nauts reported they had slept 
for only four hours. 
Mitchell said they were “very 
comfortable” as they began 
their last day in space. When 
told chilly temperatures pre­ 
vailed at the Manned Space­ 
craft Center, Mitchell asked: 
‘What’s wrong? Did they move 
Houston to the North Pole?” 
Ground controllers still didn’t 
know 
which 
side 
of 
the 
international dateline Apollo 14 
would be on when it splashes 
into the warm, gentle waters of 
the South Pacific. It could land 
on 
either 
the 
Tuesday 
or 
Wednesday side of the line. 
It will make little difference 
to the 
astronauts, however, 
since the recovery carrier will 
head toward American Samoa 
where it will still be Tuesday. 
They will return to Houston 
early Friday. 
During their telecast, 
the 
pilots carried cut four exper­ 
iments which could lead to 
space manufacture of exotic 
materials and Shepard said 
they hoped spaceflight would 
“go a long way toward solving 
the problems of the world, 
problems of understanding be­ 
tween 
people 
of 
different 
nations.” 
“We are reminded, however, 
as we look at that shimmering 
crescent tonight—which is the 
earth on our way back—that 
there is still fighting going on.” 


Saying he spoke for the whole 
crew, America’s space pioneer 
added: 


“The three of us all have 
acquaintances, friends and even 
relatives in Vietnam. We are 
reminded that some of the 
people, some of the men who 
have gone to Vietnam have not 
returned and are still held 
there, listed as missing in 
action, or as prisoners of war. 


“It is our wish tonight that 
we can in some way contribute 
through our effort through the 
space program to promote a 
better understanding and peace 
throughout the world and help 
to rectify the situations which 
still exist.” 
The astronauts, now return­ 
ing to normal work schedules 
for the first time since the 
launch Jan. 31, began a 10-hour 
sleep period early today. Before 
turning 
in, 
the 
spacemen 
broadcast some music on tapes 
in their cabin. 
“Sounds like you’re having a 
party up there,” said ground 
communicator Gordon Fuller­ 
ton. 
“That’s the only ingredient 
we have for a party,” Mitchell 
replied. 
Today was one of rest for the 
pilots before the start of final 
earth-entry preparations early 
Tuesday. One event on their 
schedule 
was 
a 
televised 
question and answer session 
with newsmen at 6:30 p.m. 
EST.

WASHINGTON

- A 
General Accounting Office 
(GAO) study of Defense De­ 
partment 
management 
says 
indecisiveness and layer upon 
layer of bureaucracy have cost 
the taxpayer endless millions as 
the military buys weapons. 
The study covered weapons 
developed during the 1960s and 
concluded 
that 
while 
the 
original estimates said they 
would cost $83 billion, they 
were now up to $117 billion. 
That 40 per cent increase in the 
1960s was an improvement over 
cost overruns in the 1950s when, 
according to a study by two 
Harvard Business School re­ 
searchers, final costs more 
than doubled original estimates. 
Figures 
for 
both 
decades 
included inflation costs as well 
as alleged management bun­ 
gles. 
The new study by the GAO, 
congressional watchdog agency, 
had some 
praise 
for the 
department. For example, it 
said money was being saved 
because the armed services 
were now telling manufacturers 
to demonstrate that a weapon 
worked 
first 
rather 
than 
ordering billions of dollars in 
goods that worked only on 
paper. 
The management study, still 
in draft form, is expected to be 
released in about a month. 
GAO officials said the report to 
Congress scored the Defense 
Department for alleged duplica­ 
tion of effort, indecisiveness 
and for compounding its own 
problems with countless layers 
of bureaucracy. 
They pointed out that In a 
management study these are 
the problems usually uncovered 
and 
added 
that 
Pentagon 
management was improving.

Juvenile Court Bar 
To Over-18s Urged 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Le­ 
gislation limiting the criminal 
jurisdiction of juvenile courts to 
persons under 18 years old was 
proposed today by Assembly­ 
man Frank Murphy. 
The Santa Cruz Republican, 
former chairman of the Crimin­ 
al Justice Committee, released 
a committee report saying that 
presently “children of the white 
middle class” involved in ckug 
cases benefit most from the 
law allowing judges to send 
suspects aged 18 to 20 to 
Juvenile Court. 
His proposal would also 
repeal a part of the 
law 
allowing 
teenaged 
runaways 
and truants to be jailed with 
murderers and armed robbers.

“Under this bill the courts 
will retain jurisdiction over

said. 
The committee report said 
that in cases where the court 
had the power to refer a 
criminal suspect either to 
juvenile authorities or to adult 
court “the greatest proportion” 
of the cases sent to juvenile 
court involved minors over 18 
arrested for drug abuse. 
“In effect, the Juvenile Court 
is being used to avoid what 
many people consider to be the 
unnecessarily harsh consequen­ 
ces of our drug laws,” it said. 
The document went on to 
point out that many young drug 
suspects have a “middle class 
background” and no serious 
earlier record. “Since these are 
more likely to be white middle 
class children it is consequently 
the children of the white middle 
class who benefit most from 
the court’s good intentions.”

Polluting 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -P res­ 
ident Nixon proposed today a 
broad, stringent air and water 
pollution control program and a 
national land use policy as a 
major federal commitment to 
win the battle for a better 
environment 
In an 18-page message to 
Congress, 
Nixon 
asked 
for 
tough controls to combat air 
and water pollutants by impos­ 
ing charges on sulphur oxides 
and a tax on lead in gasoline to 
supplement present regulatory 
controls. 
He also called for: 
—More effective control of 
water pollution through a $12 
billion standard-setting national 
program. 
— Comprehensive improve­ 
ment 
in 
pesticide 
control 
authority. 
—A 
federal program 
to 
encourage re-cycling of paper. 
—Regulation of toxic substan­ 
ces and noise pollution. 
—Further legislation to re­ 
strict ocean dumping. 
—A greatly expanded open 
space and recreation program 
to bring parks to the people in 
urban areas. 
—Advance 
public 
agency 
approval of power plant sites 
and transmission line routes. 
—Regulation of environmen­ 
tal effects 
of 
surface 
and 
underground mining. 
In his message, Nixon said 
“there can be no doubt of our 
growing national commitment 
to find solutions” 
to 
the 
destruction of the environment. 
“The program I am propos­ 
ing today will require some 
adjustments by government at 
all levels, by our industrial and 
business community, and by the 
public in order to meet this 
national commitment,” he said. 
Nixon signaled his intention 
to intensify the anti-pollution 
fight in his State of the Union 
and budget messages. 
Sen. Edmund S. Muskie of 
Maine, considered the current 
front-runner 
among 
possible 
Democratic presidential candi­ 
dates for 1972, introduced a 
package of environmental pro­ 
posals last week. 
Nixon 
said 
his 
proposals 
would be costly, then added: 
“But as we strive to expand 
our national effort, we must 
also keep in mind the greater 
cost of not pressing ahead. 
“The battle for a better 
environment can be won,” he 
told Congress, “and we are 
winning it. With the program I 
am outlining in this message 
we can obtain new victories and 
prevent .problems from reach­ 
ing the crisis stage.” 
The President cited news of 
more widespread mercury pol­ 
lution, smog alerts last summer 
in much of 
the 
east 
and 
repeated episodes 
of ocean 
dumping and oil spills. 
He commented: “No part of 
the United States has been free 
from (environmental problems) 
and all levels of government — 
federal, state and local —have 
joined 
in 
the 
search 
for 
solutions. 
Nixon said at another point: 
“We must have action to meet 
the needs of today if we would 
have the kind of environment 
the nation demands for tomor­ 
row.” Nixon stressed that 
sulphur oxides —emanating in 
large 
part 
from 
industrial 
plants —are among the most 
damaging air pollutants and 
have been linked to incidents of 
such diseases as bronchitis and 
lung cancer. 
“In terms of damage to 
human health, vegetation and 
property, sulphur oxide emis-

U.S. Aids 
Attack 
By Air 


SAIGON (UPI) - U.S. 
helicopter gunships and 
fighter-bombers led ele­ 
ments of a 20,000-man 
South Vietnamese force 
into Laos t o d a y in a 
long-awaited 
offensive 
against the North Viet­ 
namese Ho Chi Minh 
supply trail and bases. 
Heavy 
groundfire 
brought down six U.S. 
helicopters, killing two 
crewmen. 
First reports indicated that 
Communist forces dug into the 
hills in Laos just across the 
border from the reactivated 
U.S. base at Khe Sanh were 
putting up stiff resistance 
against the Allied thrust. 
“We took so much fire, I 
couldn’t believe it,” said Capt. 
Jasper Sander, 31, of Shrews­ 
bury, Mass., a helicopter pilot 
who was shot down and made it 
back to Khe Sanh in South 
Vietnam’s northwest 
comer. 
“There were a lot of Commu­ 
nists all over the place.” 
No U.S. ground troops took 
part in the cross-border drive 
in obedience to Congressional 
strictures but a 9,000-man 
American force was supporting 
the campaign from positions 
along the border. The adminis­ 
tration has pledged that unli­ 
mited U.S. airpower will be 
used to protect American lives. 
Field reprots said 5,000 South 
Vietnamese paratroopers and 
tank troops ere involved in the 
drive into Laos. The paratroop­ 
ers were reported to have been 
flown into five landing zones as 
far as 12 miles inside Laos in 
scores of U.S. Army UH1 heli­ 
copters. South Vietnamese ar 
mored cavalry-men crossed the 
Xe Don River beginning at 7 
a.m. three hours b e f o r e the 
thrust was officially announced, 
field reports said. 
There were conflicting re­ 
ports on the use of American 
artillery in support of the cam­ 
paign. U.S. headquarters in Sai­ 
gon acknowledged American 
1 ilicopter and tactical air sup- 
>ort but denied that U.S. artil- 
erymen had fired into Laos. 
Bat a U.S. military spokesman 
in the field said the first Ameri­ 
can artillery shell crashed into 
Laos at 8:18 a.m. today. Two 
hours later, UPI correspon­ 
dents Kenheth J. Braddick and 
Robert E. Sullivan reported 
seeing U.S. 175mm guns and 
eight-inch howitzers opening up 
on positions in Laos. 


Lao s, 
technically 
neutral, 
immediately protested the cam­ 
paign, although Premier Sou- 
vanna 
Phouma 
has 
tacitly 
approved American air opera­ 
tions against the Ho Chi Minh 
supply trail which runs from 
North Vietnam through eastern 
Laos into South Vietnam and 
Cambodia. 
The 
South 
Vietnamese 
government 
said 
the 
Laos 
campaign was fully justified 
because North Vietnamese 
troops were using bases in Laos 
to launch attacks against South 
Vietnam. A Saigon announce­ 
ment said the operation was 
limited “in time as well as in 
space,” and President Nguyen 
Van 
Thieu 
said 
all 
South 
Vietnamese troops would “with­ 
draw completely” when they 
complete the job of “disrupting 
the 
supply 
and 
infiltration 
network of Communist North 
Vietnamese troops” in Laos. 
The Soviet Union denounced 
the offensive as “a dangerous 
new stage” of U.S. involvement 
in Indochina which has opened 
“a new front of war,” 
The 
Viet 
Cong 
issued 
a 
similar 
denunciation 
and 
charged that troops from Laos 
and Thailand were joining the 
invasion. 
Britain said the drive was

Protest At 
CO 
Stanford To 
Laos Action 


STANFORD 
(UPI)-Roving 
bands of young people smashed 
windows and hurled rocks at 
Stanford campus police Sunday 
night following a mass rally to 
protest the allied invasion of 
Laos. 


New left activist Tom Hayd­ 
en, one of the “Chicago Seven” 
riot 
conspiracy 
defendants, 
addressed GOO young people at 
Dinkelspeil Auditorium shortly 
before some 200 began their 
rampage across the campus. 


“Roving groups are breaking 
windows at the Hoover Institu­ 
tion annex, the Graduate School 
of Business, 
the School 
of 
Engineering and administrative 
offices,” a university spokes­ 
man reported from campus 
police headquarters. 


“It’s pretty much a repetition 
of what happened here after the 
Cambodian invasion,” he said, 
“but apparently 
much 
less 
serious. We don’t think we’ll 
have to call in outside help.” 
However, at least a busload 
of Santa Clara County deputies 
were reported dispatched to the 
campus and police from Palo 
Alto and San Jose were on 
standby. 
“We don’t know who the 
leadership is,” the spokesman 
said, “there’s a hard core of 20 
to 25 people moving from point 
to point, some of them wearing 
ski masks. Campus police are 
reporting on their movement 
and taking photographs.” 
The window-smashing started 
at 8:30 p.m., after the mass 
rally began to break up. 
No arrests or injuries were 
reported. 
Flying rocks broke windows 
in two campus police squad 
car, one of which was flashing 
a spot light on demonstrators 
and several fights broke out 
between “trashers” and mem­ 
bers of 
the 
Free 
Campus 
Movement. 
A 
false 
warning 
that 
a 
computer building would be 
bombed proved unfounded. 
Two 
arson 
attempts 
at 
destroying buildings on the 
Stanford campus occurred dur­ 
ing a 24-hour period over the 
weekend. 
A fire bomb was hurled into 
the first floor of the campus 
athletics 
building 
Saturday 
night The structure houses 
ROTC classrooms on the second 
floor. 


Critics Protest 
Laotian Invasion 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T he 
United States insisted today 
that the American-supported 
movement of South Vietnamese 
foreces into Laos was not a 
widening of the Indochina war. 
But Sen. Frank Church called it 
“the 
opening 
of 
the 
third 
front” 
The State Department issued 
a lengthy statement at mid- 
morning to justify the Laotian 
operation. 
The 
statement 
stressed what the department 
said was the limited nature of 
the operation and the limited 
area 
involved 
as 
well 
as 
reiterated that no American 
ground forces would be used. 
But 
Church, 
D-Idaho, 
a 
cosponsor of legislation that 
banned use of U. S. troops in 
Cambodia, said it was enlarge­ 
ment of the war. Sen. Harold 
E. 
Hughes, 
D-Iowa, 
said 
“drastic means” were needed 
to end all U. S. involvement in 
Indochina. 
Sen. John Sherman Cooper, 
R-Ky., the other main sponsor 
of the Cooper-Church amend­ 
ment on limiting the U. S. role 
in Iambodia, said that if the 
Laotian operation was “limited 
to stopping supplies and men” 
from 
moving 
from 
North 
Vietnam down the Ho Chi Mink 
Trail, he would not object. 
The State Department, in its 
statement, emphasized that 
“the operation will be a limited 
one both as to time and area.” 
The statement said: 
“The 
principal new factor is the 
South Vietnamese forces will 
move in against the enemy on 
the 
ground 
to 
deny 
him 
sanctuaries and to disrupt the 
main artery of supplies he has 


been able to use so effectively 
against the American and South 
Vietnamese forces in the past.” 
It said the action would be 
confined entirely to that portion 
of La o s between the 18th and 
17th parallels, where it said 
major Communist concentra­ 
tions were located. 
Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N. Y , 
criticized the Laotian operation 
and said: “The only answer is 
aU. S. policy to withdraw from 
Vietnam 
without 
regard 
to 
Vietnamizatton,” President Nix­ 
on’s program for turning the 
burden of the war over to the 
South Vietnam. 
A group of peace organiza­ 
tions made an 
appeal 
for 
demonstrations 
Wednesday 
against the U. S. involvement. 
A spokesman said demonstra­ 
tions had been scheduled for 
New York, Washington, Chica­ 
go, 
Boston, Santa 
Barbara, 
Calif., and Kent State College 
in Ohio. 
Sen. George Aiken, R-Vt., 
said the latest action “was not 
unexpected. The rumors indi­ 
cated 
the 
movement 
would 
come. They’ve (administration) 
assured me time and again that 
no (U.S.) ground troops would 
cross the border.” 
Aiken said he hoped the move 
“will 
help 
us 
with 
the 
withdrawal program.” 
The White House also de­ 
clined to comment early today 
on the border crossing, refer­ 
ring all inquiries to the Defense 
Department. 
Assistant Defense Secretary 
Daniel Z. Henkin said, “I want 
to emphasize that no U. S. 
ground combat personnel or 
advisers will be involved.”

It is my under­ 
standing that my 9 bonds are 
convertible into 1.50 common, 
now trading near 23 W. If 1 
convert now, my $9,000 in 
bonds would be worth only

come would be reduced from 
$495 to $75 annually. Is my 
figuring correct? What would 
you advise me to do? — N.W. 
A. Although the face value 
of your holding is $9,000, at 
c u r r e n t trading levels you 
would realize only $5,940 from 
the sale of these debentures at 
this time. A convertible issue 
commonly sells at a premium 
over its conversion value: how­ 
ever, the unusually wide prem­ 
ium in this case also reflects 
the support level provided by 
bond interest. 
Conglomerates 
have 
long 
been in the ‘‘doghouse,” al­ 
though investor interest in the 
group appears to be accelerat­ 
ing. Gulf & Western shares 
have moved up sharply since 
the May. 1 970, low of 9H. 
Further recovery appears pos­ 
sible in light of the improve­ 
ment 
being experienced 
by 
most of the company's operat­ 
ing groups. 
For you as a bondholder, im­ 
proved earnings not only add to 
your margin of security but 
could also lift bond trading lev­ 
els.

There Is A Trap In Installment 
Selling That Catches Taxpayers 


New rules lor installment sales: 
The installment method may be used only 
for reporting profits on certain sales of real 
property or casual sales of personal property 
where the sales price is in excess of $1.000 
and the buyer agrees to pay the seller the 
sales price in two or more installments in two 
or more years. 
Under the old law, this method was availa­ 
ble only if the payments received by the 
seller in the year of sale (not 
counting debt obligations of the 
purchaseri did not exceed 30 
per cent of the selling price. 
Under the new law, certain 
debt obligations are to be treat­ 
ed as payments received in the 
year of the sale. Thus, these 
types of obligations constitute 
payments to the seller in the 
year of the sale and must be so 
treated by the seller, for exam­ 
ple, when determining the 30 
per cent requirement. 
U n d e r the new law, regis­ 
tered, coupon or readily mar 
ketable bonds (other than those 
in registered form which a sell­ 
er establishes will not be readi­ 
ly tradable) or other evidences 
of indebtedness, issued by a 
corporation 
or

body, including bonds that are 
payable on demand, are to be 
considered as payments re­ 
ceived in year of sale.

If the mortgage taken over is

The Consolidated Edison Co., 
which supplies electricity to all 
of the dty and some suburbs, 
said the situation was cauasd 
by a massive short-circuit in a 
138,000-voL transformer at its 
Waterside generating station, 
located on the East River just 
south of the United Nations 
The short-circuit, a deafening, 
circuit-snapping

Killer Quake 
Hits Ancient 
Italian Town 


TUSCANIA, 
Italy 
(UPI)— 
Survivors huddled 
in 
army 
tenta thrown up in pastures 
around this medieval hilltop 
town today and surveyed the 
destruction of a killer earth­ 
quake that rolled across the 
countryside like an ocean wave. 
It took just six seconds 
Saturday night to destroy the 
work of centuries and kill at 
least 18 people. As many as 270 
persons were hurt and under 
treatment In hospitals around 
the region. 
“There is the death of people, 
certainly,” said Mario Moretti, 
•superintendent of the Etruscan 
Museum in Rome. “But there 
also is the death of priceless 
things.” 
Moretti said the damage was 
“serious” but added that art 
experts would probably be able 
to restore much of the tombs, 
temples and other priceless 
gems of antiquity which suf­ 
fered in the disaster. 
Police sealed off the medieval 
quarter 
to 
prevent 
looking. 
Troops 
patroled 
deserted 
streets. 
“The city inside the walls is 
100 per cent Uninhabitable,” 
said fire department Col. Enso 
Silvestrinl. He said a house by 
house examination would be 
made this week to determine 
the extent of damage. 
Of Tiiscania's 7,000 odd 
residents, some 4,300 lived in 
the stricken medieval quarter 
in houses often handed down 
from generation to generation^ 
The town had stood the times 
of the Etruscans, the pre- 
Roman civilization that made it 
their capital for a time. The 
earthquake caused damage to 
Etruaean tombs and to later 
monuments, such as the 8th 
century Church of St. Peter.

They also have 
been charged with plotting to 
blow up the heating systems of 
five government buildings in 
Washington. 
Berrigan, 47, serving time in 
a federal prison at Danbury, 
Conn., for burning draft re­ 
cords, was brought to this state

secrecy. 
Security was strict at the 11- 
story federal building against a 
group of anti-war protesters 
who threatened to hold a "low- 
key vigil” outside. 
The other defendants, all free 
on bail, were Sister Elizabeth 
McAllister, 31, of Tarrytown, 


N Y.; two priests, Rev. Joeeph 
Wendento. 38, end Rev. Ned 
McLaughlin, and Anthony Scob- 
lick, 30, a married priest on 
leave from the Roman Catholic 
Church, all of Baltimore, and 
Eqbal Ahmad, 40, of Chicago, a 
Pakistani graduate student. 
The defendants, dubbed the 
“Harrisburg six,” woe charged 
by a federal grand jury here 
with conspiracy to detonate 
explosives in heating systems in 
Washington Feb. 18 —the day 
George Washington’s birthday 
will be celebrated -and to 
kidnap Kissinger the next day. 
Eight attorneys from New 
York, Chicago, Baltimore and 
Newark, N.J., came to defend 
the six at the arraignment. 
Another 50 lawyers attended. 
The final trial defense team 
was to be selected from the 
whole group. 
William Kunstler, flamboyant 
attorney who was chief counsel 
for the Chicago Seven, repre­ 
sented Berrigan.

WILMINGTON, N.C. (UPI)— 
A three-block area of the black 
ghetto,

where blacks were holed up, 
was cordoned off today in this 
city where two persons died In 
weekend racial violence. 
Local 
police, 
some 
600 
national guardsmen and state 
troopers trained in riot duty 
moved around the area Sunday 
night in an effort to restore 
peace. 
At the heart of the area was 
Gregory Congregational Church 
on Nun Street, a rallying point 
for blacks seeking changes in 
Wilmington’s 
desegregated 
schools. Police reported that 
there were still many persons 
inside the church when the area 
was sealed off. 
A highway patrol source said 
many of those in the church 
were believed to be armed. 
Police Chief H. E. Williamson 
vowed Sunday night, "We're 
going to stop 
toe 
trouble, 
whatever it takes—whether it 
means we go into a church, 
home or business. We expect to 
stop it.” 
It was near 
the 
church 
Sunday morning that a white 


man was shot and killed by a 
sniper’s bullet and three other 
white men were injured. Gov. 
Bob Scott ordered in the troops 
following the death of 57-year- 
old Harvey Edward Cumber, 
the second fatality of racial 
violence in less than 24 hours, 
and city officials called a 
nighttime curfew. 


Cumber was shot through the 
right temple while driving his 
pickup truck through the black 
section. 


Saturday night a black youth, 
Gib Corbett, 17, was shot and 
killed by a policeman protect­ 
ing firemen. Authorities said 
Corbett was carrying a shotgun 
at the time and that later 
investigation showed that toe 
firing pin of toe weapon had 
actually struck the shell in the 
chamber but it had failed to 
fire. 


Three white men suffered 
minor facial wounds Sunday 
morning when they were fired 
upon with a shotgun and at 
least two cars were reported 
hit by sniper fire, despite a 
heavy downpour.

The average man, woman 
and child in California will 
smoke 196.2 packs of cigarettes 
this year and next—an increase 
of one over last year, hi 1969, 
the per capita consumption was 
only 123.4. 
"The decline in per capita 
cigarette consumption, which 
began with the 1984 Surgeon 
General’s Report and was 
accelerated by the 1967 (state) 
tax increase, appears to have 
ended in 1970," Gov. Ronald 
Reagan's new budget proposal 
observes. 
The average Californian this 
year is expected to drink 3.79 
gallons of hard liquor, com­ 
pared to 3.70 last year. He will 
consume 29.30 gallons of beer, 
compared to 28.58 in 1970. Dry 
and sparkling wine consumption 
also is up, but sweet wine 
drinking is down. 
The state notes that "per 
capita consumption of alcoholic 
beverages has bean steadily 
rising" in recent years. 
The state estimates it will 
collect $249 million in cigarette 
taxes for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1, an increase of

labor-management dispute re­ 
sulting tn tbs cancellation of 
races at Santa Anita and Bay 
Meadows cost the stats $300,000 
in revenue, Gov. Ronald Rea­ 
gan's proposed budget reports. 
However, the governor's 
spending plan estimates that 
the state’s overall take from 
the horseradng tracks will ba 
up in the fiscal year beginning 
July 1 from $08 million to 874.2 
million.

“fully understandable" In Ught 
of alleged North Vietnamese 
violations of Laotian neutrality. 


it remained to be seen how 
North Vietnam would react 
U.S. and South 
Vietnamese 
troops launched a similar 
offensive against Communist 
bases in Cambodia last May 
and 
the 
North 
Vietnamese 
responded 
with 
a 
fullscale 
offensive deep into Cambodia 
that put heavy pressures on the 
Cambodian capital cf Phnom 
Penh. 


There are an estimated 70,000 
North Vietnamese troops in 
Laos. 
The South Vietnamese were 
carrying the brunt of the Laos 
offensive. 
American ground personnel 
moved up to the border, but 
stepped aside to let the South 
Vietnamese make the actual 
move into 
Laos. The U.S. 
Command in Saigon empha­ 
sized that no American ground 
troops or advisers would take 
part in the operation, although 
the South Vietnamese will get 
massive 
air 
support 
and 
backing from U.S. artillery 
firing across the border. 
The 
Laotian 
government 
protested the move and de­ 
manded that “all foreign troops 
immediately 
withdraw 
from 
Royal Laotian territory." 
South Vietnamese President 
N g u y e n Van Thieu went on 
the national radio to say “this 
is an operation limited in time 
as well as space, with the clear 
and unique objective of disrupt­ 
ing the supply and infiltration 
network 
of 
the 
Communist 
North Vietnamese troops." He 
pledged that when the operation 
was 
complete 
“the 
armed 
forces of 
the 
Republic 
of 
Vietnam will withdraw com­ 
pletely 
from 
the 
Laotian 
territory." 
Nine thousand Americans and 
20.000 South Vietnamese have 
been poised on the Laotian 
border since 
Jan. 
30, 
but 
exactly how many of the South 
Vietnamese actually crossed 
was not announced. However, 
on-the-spot reports said thou­ 
sands 
of them 
were 
seen 
crossing the Xe Don River 
marking the border and disap­ 
pearing into the tangled jungle 
on the other side aboard tanks 
and armored personnel car­ 
riers, while hundreds of Ameri­ 
can-crewed UH1 Huey helicop­ 
ters ferried ethers into Laos. 
The object of the operation is 
to cut the Ho Chi Minh trail, a 
network of roads and trails that 
brings Communist men and 
material into South Vietnam 
and Cambodia. U.S. military 
sources in Saigon said if the 
trail can be cut, the estimated 
81.000 Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese troops in the area 


would not be able to fight a 
war. 
“As far as food and clothing 
are concerned, the enemy is 
completely independent of the 
Ho Chi Minh trail," the soirees 
said. “But for war material — 
guns, ammunition and the like 
—they are completely depen­ 
dent on supplies from North 
Vietnam." 
Field commanders said a 
major target of the operation 
would be the Laotian town of 
Tchepone, 27 miles from the 
border and a major staging 
area and junction of the Ho Chi 
Minh trail. 
Field reports also said the six 
helicopters shot down were hit 
while bringing troops into 
hot landing zones in Laos — 
landing zones under fire. Pilots 
returning to he Khe Sanh out­ 
post in South V i e t n a m five 
miles from the border said all 
of the crewmen were “extract­ 
ed" but that five of the six 
downed choppers had to be 
abandoned.

blamed the North Vietnamese 
as primarily responsible since 
they already had troops in Laos 
but said “this does not consti­ 
tute justification" for sending 
in the South Vietnamese troops. 
“The Royal Lao government 
demands that all foreign troops 
immediately

Royal Laotian territory," a 
statement issued by the govern­ 
ment said. 
Some of the 9,000 American 
troops in the area stood 
watching beside a sign at the 
border saying “No U.S. person­ 
nel past this point" as armored 
personnel carriers with the 
South Vietnamese troops rum­ 
bled past. Several of the GIs 
flashed peace signs to the 
grinning South Vietnamese 
troops, who waved back at 
them, UPI correspondent Ken­ 
neth Braddick reported from 
the scene. 
“We’ll probably be coming in 
after you," one GI shouted, 
apparently unaware that the 
U.S. government has made it 
clear no 
American 
ground 
personnel are to be involved in 
the attack. However, the U.S. 
Command in Saigon said the 
United States would provide 
“whatever air power, combat 
logistics and medivac (medical 
evacuation), either fixed-wing 
or helo (helicopter), is required 
to supplement the capabilities 
of the Republic of Vietnam 
armed forces."

Vietnamese armored units, said 
a major target of the push 
would be the town of Tchepone, 
27 miles across the frontier and 
a major staging area and 
junction of the Ho Chi Minh 
TVail.

Over the weekend, a Soviet 
space scientist said their robot 
could do anything an astronaut 
could do except provide human 
impressions and that automated 
space flight was cheaper and 
safer. 
The scientist, whose name 
was not given but who was 
identified as the designer of the 
Luna 17 spacecraft that took 
the robot to the moon Nov. 17, 
told the Communist party 
newspaper Pravda in a week­ 
end interview: 
“Automatons bow to human 
space explorers in only one 
respect That is, they are not 
capable of bringing back human 
impressions and feelings from 
other planets. 
“I 
dare 
say 
unmanned 
vehicles are capable of solving 
all the technical tasks which 
manned teams accomplish, and 
they would be solved considera­ 
bly more cheaply and without 
risk to human life."

The message asked Congress 
to approve comprehensive noise

legislation 
which would permit establish­ 
ment of federal noise standards 
on transportation, construction 
and other equipment. 
A highlight of Nixon’s pro­ 
posed program involves a 
national land use policy. 
“While most land use deci­ 
sions will continue to be made 
at the local level*,“ HE SAID, 
“we must draw upon the basic 
authority of state government 
to deal with land use i s s u e s 
which spill over local jurisdic­ 
tional boundaries.” 
He added that the states were 
uniquely qualified 
to 
bring 
about land reform. Consequent­ 
ly he proposed to establish a 
policy to encourage states to 
plan for and regulate develop­ 
ments affecting growth and use 
of critical land areas. 
He said $100 million in new 
funds would be authorized to 
states in those efforts.

Dennis B a l d w i n , Survival 
spokesman, will be several: 
Marin residents will always 
know where to find a recycling 
depot to take their newspapers, 
tin and aluminum cans and 
glass.

“We want to be a peaceful 
revolution, Baldwin said. “We 
are not politically oriented; we 
won’t support nor advocate any 
boycotts” of one-way bottles, 
polluting substances or pesti­ 
cides. “But, we will work with 
any interested company, group 
or person interested in using a 
survival center as a forum for 
their ideas to help the ecology,” 
Baldwin explained. 
Many man-hours of "high- 
energy thought, discussions, ar­ 
ranging and building” have 
gone into the Survival cam­ 
paign so far, Baldwin reported. 
One of the active participants 
was Roger Bockrath, one of two 


Independent-Journal photogra­ 
phers who took pictures of the 
Aug. 7 shoot-out at the Marin 
County Civic Center. Bockrath 
donated several hundred dol­ 
lars from sale of his p h o t o s 
worldwide to buy the necessary 
insurance

workers at the Survival Cen­ 
ters. to buy material to build 
the centers, and to begin prod­ 
uction 
of 
educational 
pam­ 
phlets. 
The recycling depopots will 
become “little white school* 
houses” every weekend. Bald­ 
win said. There, the public will 
be offered pamphlets teaching 
how to stem the flow of wastes 
that “threatens to fill the land 
with garbage dumps, the Bay 
with pollutants and the air with 
smog.” 
Baldwin said Survival has 
planned pamphlets telling how 
to make compost heaps to turn 
family garbage into organic 
fertilizer, how to garden with­ 
out chemical pesticides, how to 
substitute biodegradable prod­ 
ucts for pollutant detergents, 
and on how to r e d u c e smog 
through such ideas as using bi­ 
cycles more and autos less. 
Survival plans to act as a 
liasion between concerned citi- 
zen-consuraers and the produ­ 
cers of such goods as chemical 
insecticide devices. The group’s 
role will be to make the manu­ 
facturers aware of public con­ 
cern over safety to man and 
environment, Baldwin added. 
The new organization hopes 
to help other groups in creek 
clean-ups and other special pro­ 
jects.

Why Citizens Become 
Wotchdogs Of Courts 


Organizations to “watchdog*' the 
courts are springing up around the 
Bay Area. 
In Alameda County, Citizens for 
Law and Order was organized last 
May by four businessmen. It now 
has some 200 members, and for 
several months has been making 
itself heard through assessments of 
the working of the law in its home 
county. 
In San Francisco, police have 
decided to “watchdog” the courts. 
The San Francisco Police Officers 
Association announced plans last 
week to set up a central complaint 
depository for information on “any 
judge who is consistently too len­ 
ient.” 
“If we receive the name of one 
judge repeatedly, we will review the 
cases. If there is justification we 
will then request the state Commis­ 
sion on Judicial Qualifications to 
review these cases,” said the police 
association in its official organ, the 
Notebook. 
THE POLICE PAPER was quite 
outspoken, In an editorial, it de­ 
clared: “Every petty, two-bit hood 
in the city knows from recent devel­ 
opments that it’s easy to beat a 
rap.” 
The Oakland-based Citizens for 
Law and Order has adopted a less 
emotional approach. It has five task 
forces monitoring the performance 
of judges, the news media, legisla­ 
tive bodies, schools, and the support 
of police. But it is the first of these, 
dealing with judges, that has re­ 
ceived the most notice. 
WHAT SORT of judicial actions 
stir police and businessmen alike to 
censure the courts? 
A case cited by the Citizens for 
Law and Order provides an exam­ 
ple. 
Gary MacPherson was convicted 
of the murder of an Oakland motor­ 
ist, Ulnch Hoischen, and sentenced 
to death. B e c a u s e of a U.S. Su­ 
preme Court ruling that the jury 
had been improperly selected, he 
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was re-tried and again convicted. A 
second trial on the penalty followed 
before Judge Lewis Lercara in Ala­ 
meda County Superior Court. 
After the jury had been out an 
hour, it reported it was deadlocked 
9-to-3 in favor of the death penalty. 
Judge Lercara thereupon dismissed 
the jury and sentenced MacPherson 
to life in prison. 
The CLO in its bulletin sharply 
criticized the judge for his hasty 
dismissal of the jury after a long, 
costly trial and urged readers to 
write in protest to newspapers and 
to the presiding judge of Alameda 
County Superior Court. 
A CASE SOMEWHAT similar oc­ 
curred last December in Marin 
County. 
Marc C. Osuna had been convict­ 
ed of the murder of Mario Ferrari 
during the Labor Day, 1965, holdup 
of the Mission Inn in San Rafael, 
and sentenced to death. The same 
supreme court ruling resulted in 
retrial of the penalty phase of his 
case. 
The trial began Nov. 9 and con­ 
tinued until Dec. 18. On that day, 
the jury retired at 9:45 a.m. and 
reported at 2:15 p.m. — four and 
one-half hours later — that it was 
deadlocked 9-to-3 in favor of the 
death penalty. Judge Joseph G. Wil­ 
son, over the objections of the depu- Oil Firm's Cleanup

no, thereupon dismissed the jury 
and sentenced Osuna to life in pri­ 
son. 
THERE IS D A N G E R that 
“watchdog” organizations may seek 
to warp the judicial process by 
pressure on judges. Such danger 
appears greater when the “watch­ 
dog” group is composed of police, 
as in San Francisco. 
But judges must be answerable 
for their actions. And cases such as 
those involving sentencing of Mac­ 
Pherson and Osuna illustrate why

Bagley, Behr Don't Fare Badly

Marin’s two state legislators, 
considering their political liabili­ 
ties, fared better than should have 
been expected when committee as­ 
signments were doled out.

Both also have party loyalists 
back home who are convinced 
the two are in the wrong party 
as well, but that’s another mat­ 
ter. 
BAGLEY, as the veteran law­ 
maker who last year rode at 
the top of the heap when his 
party led the Assembly, had the 
farthest to fall.

past two sessions, and got a 
seat on the powerful ways and 
means committee, which pass­ 
es on all money bills. He only 
got a vote in the minority party 
in each committee, but his ex­ 
pertise in revenue and taxation 
will give him a leg up on most 
of the Democrats. 
And he was put on the consti­ 
tutional amendments commit­ 
tee, reportedly to give the 
committee the needed vote to 
approve a measure allowing 18- 
year-olds to vote in state and 
local elections. 
Bagley clearly landed on his 
feet. 


BEHR, AS A freshman sena­ 
tor, could only accept whatever 
was given him. His cordial re­ 
lation with the Democratic Sen­ 
ate 
president 
pro tempore, 
James R. Mills of San Diego, 
did not hurt. 
Behr, of course, could not ex­ 
pect a chairmanship so soon, 
but he was made vice chairman 
of the public utilities and corpo­ 
rations committee. This com­ 
mittee t o u c h e s some of the 
state’s most powerful interests, 
and Mills said he would steer 
rapid transit measures to this 
committee instead of to the 
transportation committee as in 
the past. 
Behr also got on the health 
and welfare, local government 
and water resources commit­ 
tees, all his primary choices. 
The water resources committee 
gives Behr a voice in the Cali­ 
fornia Water Project, a point 
certain to disquiet the project’s 
friends. Behr is not known as 
an ardent friend of the project. 


With the bloody business of 
committee assignments done, a 
sensible legislator could get 
down to serious business — like 
changing the locks on his office 
door. 
At least one Democrat did 
just that as soon as he got his 
new chairmanship.He was so 
fearful that his Republican pre­ 
decessor was part of an ima- 
g i n e d plot to usurp his new 
power that he immediately 
changed the locks on the doors.

They 
have brought in truckload after 
truckload of small tools, chain 
saws, sleeping bags, countless 
drums of mineral oil, straw, 
lumber, installed phones, and 
many other things. 
Each request seems to get 
attention. We feel that Standard 
Oil has gone far beyond the call 
of duty, and should be given 
credit for this great effort on 
the part of the company in Boli- 
nas.

state law. All property owners 
received a copy of the notice. 
The proposed 
reorganization 
now goes on to the voters of the 
community with the election 
scheduled for April 20,1971. 
California law indicated the 
considerations which the Local 
Agency Formation Commission 
and the board should make at 
their respective hearings on 
reorganization. The LAFC must 
consider the governmental ser­ 
vices which an area requires 
and the most appropriate gov­ 
ernmental agencies to provide 
these services.

WASHINGTON - Some are 
suggesting that the President's 
“New American Revolution” is 
so politically oriented it can’t 
mean very much. 
The opposite is nearer the 
truth — it can mean much be­ 
cause it is politically oriented. 
In his effoita, to lift the nation 
from the depths of the Great 
Depression, F D R once said to 
the American people: “I am a 
quarterback; if some strategies 
don’t work, I'll call others” — 
and often he changed signals in 
mid-play. 
Public opinion is frequently 
ahead of leadership opinion. 
What's wrong in responding to 
the convictions of the American 
people as to what most needs to 
be done? This is what Nixon’s 
“New American Revolution" 
aims to do and it is my feeling 
that the President is more firm­ 
ly headed in the right direction 
today than at any time since 
his election. 
H e a g r e e d t o d o things — 
some pretty big things that he 
felt couldn’t be done before. He 
can do them now because the 
Vietnamese war is being turned 
down and spending is being 
turned up. 
OF COURSE there is politics 
in the President’s legislative 
program. It is true that he and 
his advisers have been working 
for many months on the "six 
great goals” he set out in his 
“State of the Union" address, 
but it is no secret in Washing­ 
ton that there was no change in 
the W h i t e House tight hold- 
down on next year's budget un­ 
til after the November elections 
which showed most voters felt 
things weren’t going well. 
Then the President promptly 
gave the go-ahead to all the 
major measures he had been 
preparing. 
We can’t know how far the 
“New American Revolution” is 
going to carry the nation until 
we know what Congress is 
going to do with it. But it is 
ai ready evident that it is carry­ 
ing Mr. Nixon appreciably to 
his own left. 
The Republican ultra-right is 
pained and outraged by much 
of what the administration is 


doing. Human Events, one of 
the most influential spokesmen 
of the conservative right, ti 
minting anguished editorials 
wondering what is happening to 
the man whose conservatism it 
was 
confident 
would never 
bend. 
On the other hand, the Demo­ 
cratic left seemed surprised, 
somewhat stunned, momentari­ 
ly speechless at the “State of 
the Union” a d d r e s s . They 
didn't know whether to applaud 
because the President was be­ 
ginning to do some things they 
had long said should be done or 
to d e s p a i r because he was 
stealing their clothes. They are 
doing a little of both, but most­ 
ly waiting and seeing 
TO THE EXTENT that the 
terms “left, center and right" 
have meaning, the substance of 
the new Nixon p r o g r a m is 
mostly on the left. It has liberal 
Republican and Democratic or­ 
igins. It is activist and prag­ 
matic, not doctrinaire. 
The $229.2 billion budget, high 
deficit spending to stimulate 
the economy’ and reduce unem­ 
ployment, the health-care pro­ 
gram, more f e d e r a l aid to 
education — these programs 
and others certainly head Nixon 
to his left. But these are things 
which many moderates sup­ 
port. The revenue-sharing pro­ 
gram — aimed at reversing the 
flow of political power toward 
Washington 
and 
at 
putting 
more money and more decision­ 
making in the hands of people 
near to where the problems are 
— is profoundly conservative. 
While Mr. Nixon is moving 
somewhat to the left, he still 
remains at the political center 
because the political center has 
itself moved somewhat to the 
left. 
Obviously there is nothing sa­ 
cred about every detail of the 
President’s program.lt can be 
altered; it can be improved; if 
there are b e t t e r ways to 
achieve the same ends, let’s 
have them. But if the Demo­ 
cratic stand-patters keep at­ 
tacking Mr. Nixon instead of 
attacking the problems, they 
will be the ones who will get 
politically hurt.

Moribund Anti-War 
Movement Stirs Feebly

WASHINGTON - The lead­ 
ers of the legions who set out to 
pacify the world by lungpower 
have been stung deeply by what 
they consider premature re­ 
p o r t s of the death of their 
movement. 
Jumping aboard the latest 
Cambodia-Laos headlines, they 
are trying now to prove there is 
life left in them despite the 
Nixon administration’s efforts 
to Vietnamize the war and 
withdraw American forces in 
orderly fashion. 
S H O R T WEEKS AGO the 
major antiwar organizations of 
the recent past lay moribund 
while rumors mounted of mili­ 
tary activities in Southeast Asia 
which they earlier would have 
considered a brazen challenge 
from the administration. 
The relatively moderate Viet­ 
nam Moratorium Committee, 
which sponsored mass peace 
rallies in 1969, disbanded nearly 
a year ago. The New Mobiliza­ 
tion Committee to End the War, 
which also led the big rallies of 
previous years, was in a fac­ 
tional shambles after argu- 
m e n t s 
o v e r w h a t t o 
demonstrate about next, arid 
how. 
There was a m o v e m e n t 
among students and dropouts — 
n o t t o m a r c h , but to worry 
about their own private things, 
to hassle if at all about whose 
turn it was to do dishes in the 
communal apartment, to swap 
expertise 
about 
macrobiotic 
foods and even to hark back to 
yesteryear by cramming for eX- 
ams. 
For the movement’s leaders, 
who get no publicity while their 
legions are bemused by group 
sex, bean curd or Sociology 404, 
this was intolerable. So when 
Mr. Nixon accommodated them 
with his latest flirtations with 
the international boundary lines 
in Indochina, those leaders got 
cracking again. 
THEY CALLED a meeting at 
the Rayburn Building on Capi­ 
tol Hill — a site whose use was 
legitimized by the proxy parti­ 
cipation of Congress people 
Shirley Chisholm and Ronald 
Dellums — to announce that 
they were going to have more 
meetings and, when the weath­ 
er turns warm, more mass ral­ 
lias like those they remember 
so fondly. 
It was small-scale, indoor, 
non-guerrilla theater, but since 
it was the only such show in 
town it was heavily reviewed. 
Maybe 4D newsmen, camermeo 
and 
sympathetic 
spectators 
•bowed up, and now and then a 


nostalgic “right on!” came out 
of the audience. 
It had a mixed-up sex appeal, 
contributed by Kate Millet, the 
women’s liberation author of 
“Sexual 
Politics.” 
She told 
them about “Dictator Nixon” 
and how he had extorted the 
people’s money to commit mur­ 
der in Southeast Asia and how 
Americans 
had 
sleygtered 
hundreds of Cambodians in a 
schoolhouse all night long. She 
offered no documentation. 


NEITHER, OF COURSE, did 
anybody else. Certainly not Jer­ 
ry Gordon, the Cleveland law­ 
yer and coordinator of the 
National Peace Action Coali­ 
tion, which is the way this par­ 
ticular manifestation of the 
movement styled itself. He said 
the administration’s Vietnami- 
zation program had failed com­ 
pletely and that the current - 
“escalation” was part of a 
scheme to encircle China anc 
maybe even take armed action 
against it. Atomic weapons 
could not be ruled out, he in­ 
formed us. 
But such inside information 
about strategic plans was not 
what Gordon wanted to tell the 
world. Even his a d m i r e r s 
seemed hardly to register when 
he made such revelations. 
The clean-cut young men who 
represented the concerned offi­ 
cers and enlisted men against 
the war, the would-be draftee 
who spoke for repealing the 
draft, the black Washington 
school board member with the 
Frederick Douglass beard all 
clearly had heard it all before. 
What Gordon wanted us to 
know, and what they came to 
txpress their endorsement of, 
was the news that as soon as 
the crocuses bloom the move­ 
ment, too, is going to be resur­ 
rected. Two weeks from now 
comes a planning session at 
Catholic University here, then a 
mass observance of Martin 
Luther King’s death from April 
2 to 4, then climactic marches 
April 24 on Washington and San 
Francisco. 


WHEN SOMEBODY asked 
whether the warmup semion 
marking Dr. King’s death was 
an effort to bring more black 
participants into the faltering 
peace movement, the sponsors 
were fuzzy. But the answer Was 
obvious.

No, these lines come from a 
September, 1951, publication of 
the C o a s t Guard sent in by 
Goerfs Ingram, a San Anselmo 
reader. 
* The vessels in the quotation 
referred to are the Mary Luck* 
enbach and the Benevolence, 
which collided in 1950 outside 
San Francisco Bay with the loss 
of 23 lives. 
WHILE IT WILL probably be 
several weeks or p o s s i b l y 
-months before the Coast Guard 
reveals its conclusions about 
•the collision of the Oregon Stan­ 
dard and the Arizona Standard, 
it is very possible that the 1951 
findings can simply be reprint­ 
ed. 
While there were no lives lost 
'in the January accident, the 
•collision has received great at­ 
tention because of the huge oil 
spill in San Francisco Bay 
which fouled beaches and killed 
wildlife. 
A week’s hearing conducted 
by the C o a s t Guard in San 
Francisco left the onlooker with 
only one conclusion: plain, old,

simple human error (or rather 
a series of errors) caused the 
tragedy. 
Both s h 1 p s had radar sets 
which were in good operating 
condition and should have prov­ 
ided sufficient information for 
the tankers to pass each other, 
even in dense fog, without col­ 
liding. 
Both ships also had VHF ra­ 
dios — which should have al­ 
lowed the crews to contact each 
other with any questions about 
each other’s whereabouts. 
Despite the equipment, the 
tankers collided. It seems cer­ 
tain that the Coast Guard will 
find that human beings erred in 
using the radar and the radios. 


THE COAST GUARD proba­ 
bly will also conclude that hu­ 
mans b e i n g what they are, 
some additional type of traffic 
control in the San Francisco 
Bay is needed. 
Despite efforts by conserva­ 
tionists to the contrary, there 
was no indication at the hear­ 
ing that Standard Oil bore any 
particular responsibility for the 
collision. 
Both ship captains testified 
that Chevron Shipping Co., the 
Standard 
subsidiary 
which 
owns the two tankers, has nev­ 
er put any pressure on captains 
to sail when they did not think 
it was safe. 
Furthermore, there are no 
bonuses or other rewards or 
penalties for being early or 
late, they said. 
IN FACT, the efforts of a 
conservationist lawyer to pin 
the blame on Standard seemed 
a little childish. After all, leav­ 
ing ecology completely aside, it 
is ridiculous to imagine that the 
oil company would not do eve­ 
rything possible to prevent such 
a disaster. 
Even if company officials had 
absolutely no feeling about 
birds or beaches, they surely 
must not want to s p e n d 
hundreds of thousands of dol­ 
lars on such a calamity. 
One final note on the colli­ 
sion: we learned during the 
Coast Guard investigation that 
one of the ship captains is suf­ 
fering from a probably fatal 
illness — and seemingly will 
never sail again.

So you can sea that the new 
federal “Monday holiday" law 
is catchkig on. 
The law took affect the first 
of the year and in most places, 
including his home state, we 
can forget about revering Feb. 
22 as the birth date of our first 
President and celebrate this 
event approprately on 
“the 
third Monday in February." 
That means Feb. 15 this year. 
And although the great day will 
move around from year to 
year, never again will it fall on 
Feb. 22. 
Up to now, Lee and Jackson 
have been unaccountably over­ 
looked as far as federal 
holidays are concerned. But 
Virginia, in the spirit of the 
new “Monday holiday” law, 
will memorialize Lee (born 
Jan. 19) and Jackson (born 
Jan. 21) jointly on the 10th— 
which is reasonably close to 
both birthdays and, more 
importantly, also a Monday. 
The “Monday holiday*’ law 
was passed by Congress more 
than two years ago, to take 
effect in 1971. It switches three 
of eight existing government 
holidays each year to Mondays 
and creates a ninth, Columbus 
Day. Also to be commemorated 
on Monday, it will fall on the 
second one in October. 
The law applies only to 
federal agencies and employes 
and the District of Columbia, 
and of course the mailman, 
who won’t bring you even a bill 
between Friday and Tuesday. 
But many state legislatures, 
like Virginia’s, have acted to 
bring local jubilations in line. 
The result is that in most 
places, for most people, there 
will now be at least five three- 
day holidays weekends each 
year. 
IN ADDITION to telling an 
annual whopper about Washing­ 
ton’s birthday, we will hereaf­ 
ter extol Memorial Day on the 
last Monday in May, instead of 
May 30; Labor Day (as usual) 
will be the first Monday in 
September;Columbus Day (and 
you can forget Leif Ericsson) 
will' be noted on the second 
Monday 
in 
October; 
and 
Veterans Day (formerly Armis­ 
tice Day) will be moved foom 
Nov. 
11 
(when it meant 
something) 
to 
the 
fourth 
Monday in October (when it 


wont 
mean 
anything 
but 
another throe days off the job). 
Travel agents a rt among 
those happiest about the new 
law, and there may be more 
business in it also for auto 
repairmen, morticians and am­ 
bulance drivers. 
Some middle-aged fogies 
(well, there is me at irast and 
possibly Rep. Richard Poff, R- 
Va., who took it especially hard 
about Washington) fear now 
that nothing is sacred and that 
the 
next thing, 
they'll 
be 
moving Christmas. 
So far, we are assured that is 
out. Christmas will continue to 
fall on Dec. 25. 
Also, New Year’s day, in 
spite of aU, will continue to be 
regretted on Jan. 1. Thanksgiv­ 
ing will still be celebrated on 
the fourth Thursday in Novem­ 
ber. (Congress can recall how 
President Roosevelt burned his 
fingers fooling with Thanksgiv­ 
ing). 
And as for the Fourth of 
July, there wasn’t a thing they 
could do about that.

raising esclusively, supplying 
the money for Valentine and 
graduation parties, Christmas 
and graduation gifts and Christ­ 
mas trees for each cottage at 
Sunny Hills. They have contin­ 
ued to supply funds for these 
extras by sponsoring horse 
shows and other fund raisers 
but at the same time expanded 
services to the day treatment 
program begun last year when 
the Sunny Hills on c a m p u s 
school was completed. 
Day 
treatment 
youngsters 
are referred to Sunny Hills by 
Marin County school districts 
or by private referrals because 
they do not fit into any county 
school program. They attend 
school at Sunny Hills from 9 
a.m. to 3 p.m. From 3 to 5 p.m. 
they e i t h e r attend an after 
school recreation program or 
receive counciling similar to 
that of residential children. 
Parents of these children are 
charged a fee according to their 


ability to pay, and the Junior 
Auxiliary has set as its goal the 
object of raising funds for day 
treatment scholarships to pick 
up the deficit. Members have 
also extended involvement to 
include direct volunteer ser­ 
vices with the day care adoles­ 
cents. 
Ten auxiliary members meet 
at Sunny Hills once a month to 
learn about care of these young 
persons and then report back to 
the 
full 
membership. 
This 
training has allowed members 
and their husbands to take Sun­ 
ny Hills children horse back 
riding, to ball games and cul­ 
tural events, dinners in restaur­ 
ants, on bicycle rides, boat 
trips and to the circus. 
Members are also called on 
to drive the children to medical 
appointments. 
It is difficult to remember 
when the Sunny Hills Junior 
Auxiliary last had a tea. —J.L. 


horses particularly have a ten­ 
dency to catch cold " 
Blanketing her sweating filly. 
Carol leads her to the walking 
wheel, which resembles a re­ 
volving maypole. Three hot 
hones are tied there already, 
to cod. They turn the overhead 
arms as they walk in a circle. 
“SOMETIMES I have to run 
around three times when I’m 
leading an unmanageable horse 
before I can catch an arm to tie 
my horse to,” says the slender 
blonde, who doesn't need to diet 
because of her strenuous work. 
“Once a horse reared and 
hung himself up at the top of 
the walking wheel. Not stepping 
to wait for help, I rushed out to 
save his life and nearly lost 
mine!” remembers Carol. 
She has learned that handling 
young thoroughbreds in close 
quarters is dangerous. An am­ 
bulance is stationed at the race 
track's gate. 
She refuses to go into the stall 
with one of her thoroughbreds, 
Bad Dog. 
Carol explains, half joking 
and half serious, “Someday I’ll 
have the courage, but not to­ 
day," because the fractious 
young horse threw his exercise 
boy the previous day. 
I’VE SEEN too many people 
taken out from the shedrow by 
ambulance 
during 
the 
two 
years I’ve been working with 
these horses!” 
Carol’s head was once cut by 
a rearing thoroughbred. 
“I’ve got scars all over from 
being bitten and more black 
and blue marks than I care to 
mention," she says. 
The first time Carol took a 
horse to the saddling paddock 
before 
a 
race, 
Sunseeker, 
sensing the excitement, dashed 
before her completely out of 
control. 
“It was lucky I was the first 
one there. Otherwise I would 
have wiped everybody out," she 
relates, remembering her ter­ 
ror. 
Assistance came in the form 
of a restraining halter and lead 
rope from the men in the barn, 
but not in time to prevent a 
very embarrassing moment. 
Returning to the walking 
wheel, Carol unties a cooled 
horse and leads him back to the 
shedrow. With the pick she 
wears on a long string attached 
to her belt loop, she cleans mud 
out of the hoofs and bathes and 
lubricates them. Over and over 
throughout 
the 
brightening 
morning, Carol repeats her rou­ 
tine (cleaning stalls, saddling, 
grooming and bathing) while 
one horse after another is taken 
to the track for a mile’s gallop. 
TAKING A rare break, Carol 
sprints to the track to watch a 
timed work; a half mile run at 
almost racing speed to qualify 
her horse for a race of certain 
specifications. 
Carol 
jogs 
t h r o u g h other stable areas 
where girl grooms and women 
trainers are working.

CAROL 
HANSON’S 
dangerous 
work in race track stables con­ 
trasts sharply with her fashions 
career as owner-manager of a 
junior-size dress shop in Straw­ 


berry Town arid Country Village. 
A partner in Sunseeker Farms 
racing stable, Carol hurries to the 
track before dawn each morning 
to care for her thoroughbreds, 
before coming to her shop. 


“Girl grooms are often pre­ 
ferred on the track because 
they are more conscientious. I 
take pride in scrubbing out wa­ 
ter buckets and keeping the 
shedrow 
raked," 
Carol 
ex­ 
plains. 
At the track, exercise girls 
are galloping racehorses, their 
braids bouncing under metal 
crash helmets. Like Carol, they 
wear little makeup and work­ 
man-like 
Western 
pants 
or 
chaps. Many of these young wom­ 
en have been reared on race 
tracks, according to Carol. She 
also knows of women jockeys, 
trainers, veterinarians, a wom­ 
an who has a horse-vanning 
business and a woman outrider 
at Bay Meadows, who leads 
horses to the post. 
Carol leaves the track at 10 
a . m ., but the work with the 
horses, averaging two hours 
daily per horse, goes on in the 
afternoon. 
“They get better care than 
people," says Carol, explaining 
that the soft bones of the young 
horses are injured so often that 
ninty per cent of the race hors­ 
es at the track have leg prob­ 
lems. Each a f t e r n o o n the 
grooms wrap the legs in stand­ 
ing bandages, give medical 
treatment, 
fight 
horses 
to 
standstill in turbulator tubs and 
walk them again at the walking 
wheel. 
DURING THE race meet, 
which starts Feb. 15. Golden 
Gate Fields may handle over a 


million dollars a day, according 
to the horsewoman. 
“The people in Albany be­ 
came concerned when a track 
strike threatened because a 
large percentage of the profits 
go in taxes for schools,” re­ 
marks Carol. 
“If you have to scratch (with­ 
draw), the vet comes to make 
sure you’re not faking. If a 
horse with a following, like dap­ 
ple-gray S u n s e e k e r , is 
scratched from a race, the 
track might lose thirty to forty 
thousand dollars in bets," says 
the woman who seldom places 
a bet. 
“Being called before the ste­ 
wards is like being sent to the 
principal’s office," says the 
owner. “Stewards can suspend 
you for a year or rule you off 
the track for life." 
PREPARING TO leave the 
track for her Strawberry shop, 
Carol 
relates, 
“The trainer 
wouldn’t allow me to come to 
the track in December because 
I was working late every night 
at my shop. I missed the hors­ 
es. I felt like I lost my family." 
Hair straight and clothes dir­ 
ty, Carol goes home for a quick 
shower before driving to the 
Strawberry shopping center. 
“If it wasn’t for hot rollers 
I’d be in a lot of trouble!" she 
says. She sets her hair at home 
and combs it out in the back of 
her dress shop, completing her 
daily transition from groom to 
glamour girl. 


Explaining events which lead 
her to this double life, Carol 
says that she left home on a 
farm in Minnesota when she 
was 17 with $15 advance on the 
cream money in her pocket. 
She worked as a secretary in 
Minneapolis for 10 years. 


“ONE DAY I just got tired of 
it. I had taken enough short­ 
hand." Carol recalls. She came 
to San Francisco in 1964, deter­ 
mined to earn enough to start 
her own business. 


“I took a job as secretary 
f r o m 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. and 
worked at Bimbo’s Night Club 
from 6 p.m. to 2 a.m. as a hat 
check girl, to see how long I 
could do it before I died," she 
jokes, revealing that a wig 
helped her make the speedy 
change. “It was an experience 
I will never forget." 
Wi t h i n a year, Carol had 
earned enough to buy the fran­ 
chise for the junior size shop. 
Three years l a t e r , Card 
claimed her first race horse 
and went into partnership in 
Sunseeker Farms. And now she 
owns her shop independently. 
“I knew nothing about man­ 
aging a dress shop or handling 
race horses. It was ’ignorance 
is bliss.’ But I had a lot of help 
learning both businesses," says 
Carol. 
Regarding her profits, the 
groom and shop m a n a g e r 
quips, “The stable is erratic 
and the shop is stable."

BASED ON these government 
figures, it is thus theoretically 
possible to fill a shopping bag 
— but not all nutritional gaps — 
with these 14 food products and 
pay no more than you would 
have paid 14 years ago 
Averages are misleading fi­ 
gures. and there are indications 
that the government's Consu­ 
mer Price Index does not show 
the full extent of inflation. But 
comparisons between products 
are accurate and can be useful. 
Price reductions have also oc­ 
curred on non-food items and 
some services. Using 100 as the 
price in 1957-69, the average 
price of all appliances surveyed 
was down to 87.6 in October.

tiple vitamin concentrates 92.2, 
prescription drugs 90.0, televi­ 
sion tubes 97.5, television sets 
60.4, radios 76.4, portable tepe 
recorders 90 7, stereo phono 
graph records 97.8 and super 8 
zoom-lens movie cameras 81.2. 
The base period for some of 
these items was December, 
1963. 
Among noo-food items that 
have risen less than 10 per cent 
over the years are polyester 
blend slips 108.9, cotton diapers 
106.3, wrist watches 104.2, new 
cars 108.7, a e r o s o l shaving 
cream 103.9, 36mm color film 
100.3, golf balls 106.2, bowling 
balls 103.5 and domestic cigars 
108.9 
Furniture and bedding prices 
also show only small increases 
But the base period was June, 
1970, for some items. Based on 
1957-69 figures, the index for 
soft surface rugs was up to only 
103.7. Since December, 1963, the 
index for bed pillows of kapok 
or polyester went up to 108.0, 
An example of a misleading 
price index is the one for pres­ 
cription drugs. By taking only 
certain drugs at a time near 
when they were introduced, the 
index fails to show the substan­ 
tial increases listed by drug 
manufacturers themselves in 
prices of nearly all drugs to 
pharmacists.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -H ie 
government hat started an 
inveatigation to determino If 
there is an invasion of privacy 
in the use of Social Security 
numbers by retail store», credit 
agencies, police departments 
and others.

dow of the lndependent-Journal 
building in San Rafael last 
June. 
Judge Ellis R. Randall of So­ 
lano County Superior Court also 
told Henry A r t h u r Stacy to 
make $230 restitution for the 
damage he caused. 
Judge Randall noted that Sta­ 
cy, a member of San Francisco 
Typographical Union 21 which 
has been on strike against the 
I-J since Jan. 7, 1970, was a 
“hard working man” who had 
been a mostly law-abiding citi­ 
zen until this arrest. (His only 
two previous arrests had been 
some years ago for bookmak- 
ing.) 
“Nevertheless,” 
the 
judge 
said, his being “emotionally 
disturbed” by the strike did not 
warrant his “using a firearm in 
a manner that someone might 
have been hurt.” 
Marin Deputy Dist. Atty. Er­ 
nest C. Zunino said today that 
he had recommended that Sta­ 
cy be s e n t to jail for six 
months. The Solano County pro­ 
bation department had suggest­ 
ed a 10-day jail sentence, but 
the judge imposed a lighter 
judgement. 
Stacy will serve his jail time 
in Marin County. 
Stacy had earlier pleaded 
g u i 11 y to a felony charge of 
shooting at an occupied build­ 
ing. At the time of the guilty 
plea, a misdemeanor count of 
having a loaded gun in his car 
was dismissed. 
Stacy was arrested after pol­ 
ice were called to the I-J build­ 
ing about 4:45 a.m. on June 20 
by a security guard who had 
seen a car drive around the 
plant several times moments 
before a .38 caliber bullet went 
through the window. 
Police found Stacy in a car 
parked in a municipal lot a 
block away. A .38-caliber revol­ 
ver was found on the seat of his 
car. 
His case was transferred to 
Solano County after his attor­ 
ney won a change of venue on 
the grounds he could not re­ 
ceive a fair trial because of 
publicity in the I-J.

The 
volunteers have put in shifts at 
the antisuicide center in Berke- 
ly, observing and listening to 
calls. 
Some calls, they reported, 
came from persons in crisis, 
actually 
attempting 
suicide. 
Others were from lonely souls, 
and yet other calls seemed to 
come from persons seemingly 
wanting 
ego 
reassurance 
through playing a sort of game 
with the sympathetic volun­ 
teers.

the Stop Smog Committee of 
Richmond and intended to im­ 
prove accuracy in identifying 
pollutants 
We re trying to get people to 
know what they are smelling so 
they can give quick accurate 
reports to the Bay Area Pollu­ 
tion 
Control 
District,” 
said 
Committee Chairman Kather­ 
ine Lord of Richmond 
At the first table, a kindly 
lady gave us a sniff of high 
sulphur crude oil that cleared 
our sinuses and snapped our 
head back several inches 
The program said: “ Fumes 
of crude oil can cause dizziness 
to those who smell it,” and we 
believed it. 
Lined up in tin cans were the 
smells of the Richmond area, 
crude oil. gasoline, tar and as­ 
phalt, which Mrs 
Lord des­ 
cribed 
as 
“the 
background 
smells . . these things that are 
always here ” 
Visitors, arriving clear-nosed 
from the outdoor air, made 
faces and grunted 
ugh’’ when 
they got a concentrated whiff of 
the familiar odors. 
By contrast the smell of gaso­ 
line seemed miid, but the pro­ 
gram warned: “Gasoline fumes 
breathed over a long penod of 
time can have an adverse effect 
on the liver.” 
Those who survived the first 
stop were ushered to a labora­ 
tory where a w arning sign said 
anyone suffering from emphy­ 
sema. allergies, respiratory' or 
heart ailments shouldn’t enter. 
For those people there was a 
postscript which read; “You 
probably shouldn’t be living in 
Richmond.” 
Inside a high school chemist 
uncorked a small tube and out 
came nitrogen dioxide, a chief 
factor in photo-chemical smog, 
which drifted up in a brown 
cloud, similar to the thin brown 
line seen hovering over the Bay 
Area on smoggy days, 
it had an odor similar to that 


of chlorine and the program 
said it c o r n e a from power 
plants, steam boUere and chem 
ical plants 
Elsewhere in the room, a vol­ 
unteer sprayed a mist of am 
moms past visitors' noses, his 
companion burned small pieces 
of r u b b e r and a fourth man 
offered a smell of sulphur diox­ 
ide. which smelled like sulphur 
burning. 
Then a breath of air and into 
another laboratory, where the 
pervading odor was hydrogen 
sulfide, best described as the 
smell of rotten eggs 
It even overpowered the odor 
of 
mercaptans. 
chemicals 
which give odor to natural gas 
which is odorless and have the 
smell of rotten onions, and car­ 
bon disulfide, which had the 
smell of rotten cabbage. 
It was time for another walk 
in the air because by then the 
smells were all mixed up in our 
nose. 
The finale was a visit to a 
small tank of chlorine gas, in a 
compartment opened only brief 
ly for a quick smell 
It didn’t have a strong odor, 
but the program warned it was 
“a most dangerous, choking, 
suffocating, highly toxic agent 
It was the first gas used to kill 
men d u r i n g the first World 
War.” 
On the way out, we took a 
whiff of oxygen offered by two 
Richmond firemen, but passed 
up the cologne the committee 
had at the exit for those whc 
wanted a change of odor 
We picked up a certificate of 
proficiency signed by Irving of 
Pinole, who described himself 
as a supreme warlock. It certi­ 
fied that we were a “sniffing 
smog dog,” and “therefore qua­ 
lified to guide the nasaily-de- 
prived to chimneys spewmg 
noxious industrial air-sewage.” 
All the committee hopes is 
that the visitors, about 150, be­ 
came acquainted with the pun­ 
gent o d o r s and can make 
accurate 
reports when they 
complain to the Bay Area Air 
Pollution Control District.

She 
was killed when a car making a 
test run in the pit area went 
out of control and struck a 
parked truck in which she was 
sitting. 


Top honors in the competition 
went to Don Garlits, Sefiner, 
Fla., who won the top fuel 
eliminator prize, and Ronnie 
Sox of Burlington, N.C., who 
won the pro stock eliminator 
battle. 
Robinson, from Atlanta, suf­ 
fered his fatal injuries Saturday 
in a crash attributed to an 
innovation he had installed on 
his Ford-powered fuel dragster, 
an air scoop under the rear 
wheels. 
Robinson had just crossed the 
finish line at 199.54 miles an 
hour in his trial when the air 
scoop tore loose and dug into 
the asphalt pavement at the 
Pomona Fair Grounds. 
The dragster spun into a 
wall, burst into flames and 
bounced 150 yards down the 
track. Robinson was removed 
from the wreckage unconscious

A convertible issue 
commonly sells at a premium 
over its conversion value; how­ 
ever, the unusually wide prem­ 
ium in this case also reflects 
the support level provided by 
bond interest.

Gulf A Western shares 
have moved up sharply since 
the May.

For you as a bondholder, im­ 
proved earnings not only add to 
your margin of security but 
could also lift bond trading lev­ 
els.

INCOME TAX FACTS

There Is A Trap In Installment 
Selling That Catches Taxpayers 


New rules for installment sales: 
The installment method may be used only 
for reporting profits on certain sales of real 
property or casual sales of personal property 
where the sales price is in excess of $1.000 
and the buyer agrees to pay the seller the 
sales price in two or more installments in two 
or more years. 
Under the old law, this method was availa­ 
ble only if the payments received by the 
seller in the year of sale (not 
counting debt obligations of the 
purchaser) did not exceed 30 
per cent of the selling price. 
Under the new law, certain 
debt obligations are to be treat­ 
ed as payments received in the 
year of the sale. Thus, these 
types of obligations constitute 
payments to the seller in ‘the 
year of the sale and must be so 
treated by the seller, for exam­ 
ple, when determining the 30 
per cent requirement. 
U nder the new law, regis­ 
tered, coupon or readily mar 
ketable bonds (other than those 
in registered form which a sell­ 
er establishes will not be readi­ 
ly tradable) or other evidences 
of indebtedness, issued by a 
corporation or governmental 
body, including bonds that are 
payable on demand, are to be 
considered as payments re­ 
ceived in year of sale. 
These payments must be tak 
en into ac c ount by a seller 
when determining whether the 
payments received in the year 
of the sale exceed 30 per cent of 
the selling price. 
This provision is effective 
with respect to sales and other 
dispositions 
occurring 
after 


May 27, 1969, except when the 
sale or other disposition is 
made under a binding contract 


entered into on or before that 
date. 
There is a special rule that 
when you sell on the install­ 
ment basis that if the purchaser 
assumes the existing mortgage 
on the property you can exclude 
the amount of the mortgage 
from the sale so that you do not 
have to include it in determin-
